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AMENDING  CITY  CHARTER— STREET  TAX. 


AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of 
tlie  City  of  Vicksburg  that  the  Charter  of  the  City  of 
Vicksburg,  Mississippi,  approved  March  7th.,  1884, 
be  amended  by  the  adoption  of  the  following  addi¬ 
tional  Sections: 

Section  1.  WORKING  ON  STREETS.  That 
the  City  of  Vicksburg  shall  constitute  a  separate  road 
district,  and  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  said  city 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  compel  each 
male  resident  of  said  city  between  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  and  fifty-five  years  to  perform  annually  six  days 
labor  of  ten  hours  each  on  the  streets,  alleys,  or  ave¬ 
nues  of  said  city,  or  in  lieu  thereof,  to  pay  the  sum  of 
$3.00  (Three  Dollars.) 

Section  2.  That  this  ordinance  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  approval  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernor,  and  its  record  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State.

INCREASING  SALARY  OF  POLICEMEN. 


AN  ORDINANCE  to  be  entitled  “An  Ordinance  to  amend  Section 
Seventeen  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  approved 
March  7th.,  1884,  providing  for  an  increase  in  the  compensa¬ 
tion  of  the  Police  Force.” 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  that  Section 
Seventeen  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg, 
approved  March  7th.,  1904  (Laws  of  1884,  pages  432- 
450)  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  17.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
City  Marshal  shall  be  the  Chief  of  Police  force  of  the 
city,  and  as  such  have  regulation  and  control  of  the 
same,  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Mayor 
and  Aldermen.  The  Board  shall  appoint  a  number 
of  competent  persons  as  they  may  fix  upon  to  consti¬ 
tute  the  Police  Force,  one  or  more  of  whom  may  be 
designated  as  Captains  thereof.  The  compensations 
of  the  Captains  of  said  force  shall  not  be  more  than 
($80.00)  Eighty  Dollars  per  month  each,  and  the 
compensation  of  the  remaining  members  of  said  force 
shall  not  be  more  than  Seventy-five  ($75.00)  Dollars 
per  month  each,  to  be  allowed  monthly  by  the  Board. 
The  City  Marshal  shall  remove  any  member  of  the 
force  for  inefficiency  or  disobedience  of  his  orders, 
and  any  member  may  be  removed  by  resolution  of  the 
Board  at  any  time.  The  City  Marshal  shall  see  that 
the  orders  and  judgments  of  the  City  Court  are  exe¬ 
cuted,  and  turn  over  to  the  Citv  Treasury,  at  the  ex- 
piration  of  each  month,  all  collections  of  fines  im¬ 
posed,  with  a  statement  of  the  names  of  the  persons 
upon  whom  the  fines  have  been  imposed  and  the 
amount  collected,  and  he  shall  execute  all  lawful  or¬ 
ders  of  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen.  He  may 
detail  from  the  Police  Force  one  person,  who  shall 
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act  as  his  deputy,  and  the  Marshal  and  Police  Force 
shall  be  conservators  of  the  peace  within  the  City 
Limits,  and  shall  make  arrests  for  all  violations  of 
ordinances  and  laws.  The  City  Marshal  shall  re¬ 
ceive  a  salary  of  not  exceeding  $125.00  and  not  less 
than  $75.00  per  month,  to  be  paid  on  the  allowance  of 
the  Board. 

Section  2.  That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordi¬ 
nances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be  and  they  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  3.  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect 
and  be  in  force  as  a  part  of  the  Charter  of  the  City 
of  Vicksburg  from  the  dates  of  its  approval  by  the 
Governor  and  its  record  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State.

CITY  BOUNDARY  LIMITS. 


AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  Section  1  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of 
Vicksburg,  by  making  two  sections  thereof,  and  so  as  to  di¬ 
vide  said  city  into  Five  Wards,  and  to  prescribe  the  respective 
boundaries  thereof,  and  the  entire  boundaries  of  said  city. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  that  Section  1  of 
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the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  Mississippi  that  the  limits  and  bounda¬ 
ries  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  shall  hereafter  be  as 
follows,  to-wit : 

Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  center  of  the  mouth 
of  Glass  Bayou,  as  defined  on  Searles’  map  of  the 
City  of  Vicksburg,  and  running  thence  West  to  the 
middle  of  the  former  channel  of  the  Mississippi 
Elver;  then  South  down  the  middle  of  said  chan¬ 
nel  to  a  point  500  yards  due  West  from  the  South¬ 
west  corner  of  square  thirty-three  (33)  of  the  Wharf 
and  Land  Company’s  Survey,  as  laid  down  on  Mar¬ 
shall  &  Coppee’s  Map  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg; 
thence  in  an  easterly  direction  on  the  South  line  of 
said  Wharf  and  Land  Company’s  Survey  to  the 
Southeast  corner  of  Lot  One  Hundred  and  Eighty 
(180),  or  Square  Thirty-eight  (38)  of  said  Survey; 
thence  in  a  Northeasterly  direction,  on  the  eastern 
line  of  said  Square  Thirty-eight  (38)  to  Square 
Thirty-six  (36)  of  said  Survey  to  the  Southwest 
corner  of  Lot  Thirty-three  (33)  ;  thence  in  a  North¬ 
easterly  direction  along  the  southern  boundary  line 
of  said  Lot  Thirty-three  (33)  to  the  Southeast  corner 
of  said  Lot  Thirty-three  (33)  ;  thence  in  a  Northeast¬ 
erly  direction  to  the  Southeast  corner  of  Lot  Forty- 
five  (45)  of  the  Union  Bank’s  Survey;  thence  in  a 
Northeasterly  direction  along  the  eastern  line  of  the 
said  Union  Bank’s  Survey  to  where  the  West  line 
of  the  Alpine  Heights  Survey  joins  the  East  line  of 
said  Union  Bank’s  Survey  on  the  East  Boundary 
line  of  Lot  (37)  Thirty-seven,  of  said  Union  Bank’s 
Survey;  thence  East  along  the  Southern  Boundary 
of  said  Alpine  Heights  Survey  to  the  Southeast  cor¬ 
ner  of  Square  Seven  (7)  of  said  Alpine  Heights  Sur¬ 
vey;  thence  in  a  Northeasterly  direction  to  a  point 
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forty  feet  West  of  Lot  Two  Hundred  and  Twenty- 
five  (225)  of  the  survey  known  as  Speeds’  Addition; 
thence  East  Forty  (40)  feet  to  the  Southwest  corner 
of  said  Lot  Two  Hundred  and  Twenty-five  (225) ; 
thence  Northerly  along  the  Western  Boundary  of 
said  Lot  Two  Hundred  and  Twenty-five  (225)  or 
Meadow  Street,  to  the  Northwest  corner  of  Lot  Two 
Hundred  and  Ten  (210)  of  said  survey,  or  the  South 
side  of  Bowmar  Avenue;  thence  East  along  the 
South  side  of  Bowmar  Avenue  to  the  Northwest  cor¬ 
ner  of  Lot  One  Hundred  and  Ninety  (190)  of  said 
survey,  or  the  Southeast  corner  of  Cherry  Street  and 
Bowmar  Avenue;  thence  South  on  the  East  side  of 
Cherry  Street  to  the  Southwest  corner  of  Lot  Two 
Hundred  and  Forty-one  (241)  of  said  survey;  thence 
in  a  Northeasterlv  direction  on  the  South  line  of  said 
Speed’s  Addition  Survey  to  the  West  side  of  Hall’s 
Ferry  Road  and  the  Eastern  Boundary  line  of  said 
Speed’s  Addition  to  a  point  where  the  South  Boun¬ 
dary  line  of  said  city  as  laid  down  on  Searles’  Map 
intersects  the  Bayou  in  Section  34,  near  and  just 
East  of  said  road;  thence  Northward  along  said 
Bayou  to  where  the  same  is  intersected  by  Bay  Street ; 
thence  along  the  South  side  of  Bay  Street  to  the  in¬ 
tersection  of  Court  Street;  thence  north  along  the 
East  side  of  Court  Street  to  Elm  Street;  thence 
Eastward  along  the  Southern  side  of  Elm  Street  to 
a  point  where  said  street  intersects  the  West  line  of 
Lot  Eight  (8)  in  Section  Twenty-one  (21),  being 
laid  down  on  Searles’  Man  as  the  Baum  place ;  thence 
Eastward  in  a  straight  line  to  the  intersection  of 
Baldwin’s  Ferry  Road  with  Lane’s  Road,  as  laid 
down  on  said  Searles’  Map:  thence  Eastward  along 
the  South  side  of  Baldwin’s  Ferry  Road  to  the  inter¬ 
section  of  Howard  Street  extended;  thence  North 
along  the  East  side  of  Howard  Street  extended  to  the 
intersection  of  Main  Street:  thence  West  along  the 
North  side  of  Main  Street  to  the  intersection  of 
Third  North  Street  to  a  point  where  the  Eastern  line 
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of  said  street  prolonged  will  connect  with  the  East 
line  of  Ash  Street;  thence  along  the  East  side  of 
Ash  Street  extended  to  Catherine  Street;  thence 
West  along  the  North  side  of  Catherine  Street  to  the 
center  of  Glass  Bayou,  and  thence  down  or  West¬ 
ward  along  the  center  of  said  Bayou  to  the  place  of 
beginning. 

Section  1-A.  That  said  city  be  and  it  is  hereby 
divided  into  Five  Wards  as  follows: 

FIRST  WARD.  The  First  Ward  shall  em¬ 
brace  all  the  territory  of  said  city  North  of  Jackson 
Street. 

SECOND  WARD.  The  Second  Ward  shall  em¬ 
brace  all  the  territory  of  said  city  South  of  J ackson 
Street  and  North  of  Clay  Street. 

THIRD  WARD.  The  Third  Ward  shall  em¬ 
brace  all  the  territory  of  said  city  which  has  for  its 
Northern  Boundary  Clay  Street,  and  has  for  its 
Southern  Boundary  Depot  Street  from  the  River  on 
the  West  to  the  main  line  of  the  Alabama  &  Vicks¬ 
burg  Railroad,  and  thence  Easterly  along  the  main 
line  of  said  railroad  to  the  Eastern  limits  of  the  citv. 

FOURTH  WARD.  The  Fourth  Ward  shall 
embrace  all  the  territory  of  said  city  which  has  for 
its  Northern  Boundary  Depot  Street  from  the  River 
or  Western  limits  of  the  city  to  the  main  line  of  the 
Alabama  &  Vicksburg  Railroad,  and  thence  Easterly 
along  the  main  line  of  said  road  to  the  Eastern  limits, 
and  has  for  its  Southern  Boundary  Speed  Street  and 
Speed  Street  prolonged  to  the  river  or  Western 
limits  of  the  city. 

FIFTH  WARD.  The  Fifth  Ward  shall  em¬ 
brace  all  the  territory  of  said  city  lying  South  of 
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Speed  Street  and  Speed  Street  prolonged  to  the  river 
or  Western  limits  of  the  city  on  the  North,  to  the 
city  limits  on  the  South,  the  same  to  embrace  the 
territory  formerly  belonging  to  the  town  of  Speed’s 
Addition,  which  has  become  merged  into  the  City  of 
Vicksburg. 

Section  2.  That  the  legal  and  official  status  of 
the  present  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  shall 
in  no  way  be  affected,  impaired  or  disturbed  by  this 
ordinance,  but  that  the  duties,  powers  and  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  each  Alderman  in  his  relation  to  his  Ward 
and  to  the  city  at  large  shall  be  and  remain  as  they 
now  are  to  the  end  of  the  term  for  which  he  was 
elected,  in  the  same  way  and  to  the  same  extent  in 
every  respect  as  if  this  ordinance  had  not  been 
passed. 

Section  3.  That  this  ordinance  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  sixty  days  from  and  after  its  approval 
by  the  Governor,  and  its  record  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State.

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REDUCTION  OF  ASSESSOR'S  SALARY. 


AN  ORDINANCE  entitled  “An  Ordinance  to  amend  Section  35  of 
Chapter  391,  of  the  Acts  of  1884,”  entitled  “An  Act  to 
amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  and  to  reduce 
into  one  Act  the  Act  incorporating  said  city  and  amend¬ 
ments  thereof,”  approved  March  7th.,  1884,  as  further 
amended  by  Section  7  of  the  Chapter  358  of  the  Acts  of 
1886,  approved  March  18th.,  1886,  so  as  to  reduce  the  salary 
of  the  City  Assessor  and  Collector,  and  for  other  purposes.” 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  that  Section  35 
of  Chapter  391  of  the  Acts  of  1884  entitled  “An  Act 
to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  and 
to  reduce  into  one  Act  the  Act  incorporating  said 
city,  and  amendments  thereof,  approved  March  7th., 
1884,  and  the  Amendments  thereto  made  by  Section 
7  of  Chapter  358,  of  the  Acts  of  1886,  approved 
March  18th.,  1886,  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Assessor  and 
Collector  shall  collect  all  taxes  levied  by  the  Board, 
and  pay  the  same  to  the  City  Treasurer  at  the  ex¬ 
piration  of  each  month.  The  Board  shall  provide 
the  Assessor  with  Assessment  rolls,  tax  lists  and  re¬ 
ceipts  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  his  office. 
The  Assessor  and  Collector  shall  preserve  in  his  of¬ 
fice  all  the  records  and  proceedings  had  therein,  and 
from  and  after  January  12th.,  1909,  for  his  services 
he  shall  receive  a  commission  of  l1/^  per  cent,  on  all 
taxes  actually  collected  by  him,  not  to  be  less  than 
$2,500.00  for  any  year,  to  be  retained  by  him  monthly 
out  of  his  collections  and  reported  to  the  Board  of 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and  to  be  approved  by  the 
Board.  He  shall  not  be  permitted  to  retain  as  his 
commissions  more  than  the  amount  specified  from 
anv  one  class  or  kind  of  taxes  authorized  to  be  col- 
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lected.  The  Board  shall  provide  an  office  for  the 
Assessor  and  Collector  and  furnish  the  same  as  they 
may  deem  proper. 

Section  2.  That  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts,  in  con¬ 
flict  with  this  ordinance  be  and  they  are  hereby  re¬ 
pealed. 

Section  3.  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  approval  by  the 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Mississippi,  and  its  record 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.

GRANTING  OF  FRANCHISES. 


AN  ORDINANCE  entitled  “An  Ordinance  to  amend  the  Charter  of 
the  City  of  Vicksburg,  so  as  to  require  the  consent  of  the 
qualified  voters  thereof  to  the  granting  of  any  franchise  for 
the  operation  of  a  public  utility.” 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of 
the  City  of  Vicksburg  that  the  Charter  of  said  city 
be  amended  as  follows: 

By  striking  out  Articles  29  and  30  thereof  and 
substituting  the  following : 
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Article  29.  To  grant  franchises  to  individuals, 
firms  or  corporations  to  supply  the  city  and  its  in¬ 
habitants  with  gas,  water  or  electricity,  or  to  operate 
street  railwa}rs,  telegraph  or  telephone  companies, 
and  to  use  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  city  for  those 
purposes ;  PROVIDED,  however,  that  no  such  fran¬ 
chise  shall  be  granted  until  it  shall  have  been  pub¬ 
lished  for  three  weeks  in  some  newspaper,  then 
published  in  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  and  until  an 
election  shall  have  been  held  on  three  weeks’  notice, 
at  which  a  majority  of  the  qualified  electors  voting 
have  voted  in  favor  of  such  franchise.

CITY  CHARTER  AMENDMENT. 


AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  Section  II  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of 
Vicksburg  so  as  to  relieve  the  City  Clerk  from  keeping  the 
records  of  the  Police  Justice,  and  for  other  purposes. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  that  Section  II 
of  the  Charter  of  said  City  of  Vicksburg  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  II.  That  the  Police  Justice  shall  hold 
a  court  daily,  except  Sundays,  at  the  City  Hall,  or 
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other  convenient  locality,  to  be  designated  by  the 
Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  which  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  in  constant  session  for  hearing  and  determi¬ 
ning  all  causes  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the 
City  of  Vicksburg.  All  fines  and  forfeitures  imposed 
by  him  for  violation  of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of 
Vicksburg  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  said 
city.  If  any  person  shall  be  convicted  and  fined  for 
the  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Vicks¬ 
burg,  and  shall  not  immediately  pay  the  fine,  such 
person  shall  forthwith  be  committed  to  the  custody  of 
the  City  Marshal  for  confinement  in  the  city  work- 
house,  or  for  labor  upon  the  streets,  or  other  public 
work  of  the  city,  or  both,  and  until  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided  by  ordinance  of  said  city,  all  persons  so  com¬ 
mitted  shall  be  entitled  to  have  the  fine  so  imposed 
liquidated  by  such  labors  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents 
per  day  for  each  day’s  labor  actually  performed  by 
him,  and  may  at  anytime  be  discharged  upon  the 
payment  of  so  much  of  said  fine  as  shall  be  due  after 
deducting  the  labor  or  credits  to  which  he  may  be 
entitled.  If  any  person  being  in  such  custody  shall 
escape  or  attempt  to  escape,  he  shall  upon  conviction 
in  said  court,  be  fined  double  the  amount  then  due  by 
his  former  fine,  to  be  worked  out  in  like  manner. 
The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg 
shall  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  hire  out  persons  convicted  of  violating  the  ordi¬ 
nances  of  the  said  city  in  the  same  manner  as  Boards 
of  Supervisors  are  authorized  to  do  with  regard  to 
convicts  in  the  County  Jail  for  the  payment  of  their 
imprisonment,  provided  they  shall  not  be  taken  out 
of  the  county.  The  Police  Justice,  while  engaged  in 
hearing  and  determining  causes  pending  before  him 
for  violation  of  the  ordinances  of  said  city,  shall 
have  the  power  to  fine  and  imprison  any  person  for 
contempt  of  his  authority,  but  the  fine  shall  not 
exceed  thirty-five  dollars,  nor  the  imprisonment 
twenty-four  hours  for  each  offense.  If  the  Police 
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Justice  shall  be  absent,  or  unable  to  preside,  the 
Mayor  shall  act  in  his  place;  and  when  the  Police 
Justice  and  Mayor  shall  both  be  absent,  or  unable  to 
preside,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  shall  act  in  his  place,  and  when  all  of  the 
the  said  parties  shall  be  absent,  or  unable  to  preside, 
the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  immediately 
convene  and  elect  one  of  its  members  present  to  pre¬ 
side,  and  whatever  person  may  be  acting  in  place  of 
the  Police  Justice  shall  for  the  time  have  and  pos¬ 
sess  all  the  powers  and  authority  vested  in  the  Police 
Justice.  The  City  Marshal  or  his  Deputy,  shall  also 
attend  sessions  of  the  court  held  by  the  Police  Jus¬ 
tice,  and  shall  keep  order  and  execute  its  orders  and 
judgments.  The  Police  Justice,  City  Marshal  and 
Deputy  City  Marshal  are  authorized  to  administer 
oaths  and  all  process  from  the  court  presided  over 
by  the  Police  Justice,  or  in  case  he  shall  be  absent 
or  unable  to  preside,  by  such  person  who  may  under

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  Section  I  of  An  Ordinance  ordained 
May  1st.,  1905,  and  approved  May  2nd.,  1905,  amending  the 
Charter  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  as  amended  by  An  Ordinance 
approved  November  4th.,  1902,  regarding  Municipal  Bonds. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of 
the  City  of  Vicksburg,  that  Section  I  of  an  ordinance 
ordained  May  1st.,  1905,  and  approved  May  2nd., 
1905,  amending  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Vicks¬ 
burg,  as  amended  by  an  ordinance  approved  Novem¬ 
ber  4th.,  1902,  regarding  Municipal  Bonds  be  so 
amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  MUNICIPAL  BONDS.  The  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  raising  money  for  the  erection  of  Municipal 
and  School  buildings  and  the  purchase  of  such  build¬ 
ings  or  land  therefor  and  the  improvement  and 
adornment  thereof,  for  the  erection  or  purchase  of 
water  works,  gas,  electric  and  other  plants,  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  a  sewerage  system,  the  protection  of 
the  municipality  from  overflow,  improving  and  pav¬ 
ing  of  streets,  or  for  the  liquidation  of  existing  debts 
of  the  municipality,  may  issue  the  bonds  or  other  ob¬ 
ligations  of  the  city  not  to  exceed  in  amount,  includ¬ 
ing  all  outstanding  bonds,  seven  percentum  of  the 
assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  munici¬ 
pality,  unless  authorized  by  two-thirds  of  the  quali¬ 
fied  electors  thereof,  voting  at  an  election  held  for 
that  purpose,  but  in  no  case,  except  as  herein  pro¬ 
vided,  shall  the  amount  issued  exceed  ten  percentum 
of  the  assessed  value.  Provided  that  the  amount 
that  may  be  issued  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and 
paving  streets  or  sidewalks,  or  constructing  or  other¬ 
wise  acquiring  water  works,  gas  or  electric  plants, 
may  exceed  ten  percentum,  but  in  no  case  to  exceed 
fifteen  percentum  of  the  assessed  value,  which  shall 
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be  submitted  to  an  election  as  above.  But  the  limit 
on  the  amount  shall  not  apply  to  Bonds,  or  other  ob¬ 
ligations  issued  on  liquidation  or  to  raise  funds  to 
liquidate  any  indebtedness  existing  when  this  amend¬ 
ment  becomes  operative.  This  ordinance  shall  not 
affect  or  repeal  any  part  of  Article  25  of  Section  28 
of  said  Charter. 

Whenever  Bonds  shall  be  issued  for  the  con¬ 
struction  or  purchase  of  water  works,  gas,  or  elec¬ 
tric  plants,  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
Vicksburg  may  provide  by  ordinance,  resolution, 
contract  or  otherwise,  that  the  said  bonds  shall  be  se¬ 
cured  by  pledge  of  the  revenues  of  the  said  water 
works,  gas,  or  electric  plants  to  be  constructed  or  pur¬ 
chased  with  the  proceeds  thereof. 

Section  2.  That  this  ordinance  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  approval  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  the  State  of  Mississippi.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  Article  30  of  Section  28  of  tlie  Charter 
of  the  City  of  Vicksburg. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mavor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  that  Article  30 
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of  Section  28  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg 
be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Article  30.  To  provide  for  the  erection  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  a  system  of  water  works  to  supply  said 
city  with  water,  and  to  that  end  to  contract  with  a 
party  or  parties  who  shall  build  and  operate  water 
works.  To  provide  for  the  creation  of  the  office  of 
Commissioners  to  control,  manage  and  direct  the 
operation  of  such  system  of  water  works.  To  provide 
for  their  mode  of  election  or  appointment,  their  terms 
and  tenure  of  office,  to  fix  their  salaries  to  define 
their  qualifications,  duties,  powers  and  authority. 
And  also,  if  deemed  wise  and  proper,  to  provide  that 
the  management,  control  and  direction  of  the  City 
Sewerage  System  may  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  such 
Commissioners. 

Section  2.  That  this  ordinance  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  approval  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  the  State  of  Mississippi.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg. 

Be  it  ordained  that  the  Charter  of  the  Citv  of 
Vicksburg  be  amended  so  as  to  include  the  following 
as  a  part  thereof : 

There  shall  be  a  Mavor  and  two  Aldermen,  each

of  whom  shall  be  elected  from  the  city-at-large  by 
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the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  serve  for  four 
years  and  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  their 
successors.  The  said  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  re¬ 
spectively  exercise  and  perform  all  of  the  powers 
and  duties  belonging  to  and  exercised  and  performed 
by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  at  the  date  of  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  this  amendment  except  as  hereinafter  ex¬ 
pressly  limited.  The  Mayor  shall  have  no  veto  power, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on  all  questions  in  the 
same  manner,  and  with  the  same  effect  as  the  Aider- 
men.  No  appropriation  of  public  funds  shall  be 
made  to  any  private  use  or  advantage  as  distin¬ 
guished  from  the  interest  of  the  corporation,  except 
by  unanimous  vote  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  and 
not  in  any  event  for  more  than  Two  Hundred  and 
Fifty  ($250.00)  Hollars  for  any  one  purpose. 

Two  Aldermen,  or  the  Mayor  and  one  Alderman, 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi¬ 
ness  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Ald¬ 
ermen,  and  any  ordinance,  resolution  or  corporate 
power  whatsoever  which  the  said  Board  of  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  shall  have  the  power  to  enact,  adopt 
or  exercise,  may  be  enacted,  adopted  or  exercised  by 
the  vote  of  two  Aldermen  or  of  the  Mayor  and  one 
Aldermen,  regardless  of  any  provision  in  the  said 
Charter  requiring  the  vote  of  any  specified  number 
of  Aldermen,  except  as  to  appropriations  for  non¬ 
corporate  purposes  as  hereinbefore  provided.  The 
Mayor,  or  any  Alderman,  shall  have  the  right  at  any 
time,  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Mayor 
and  Aldermen. 

The  said  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  have  the 
same  qualifications  and  be  subject  to  the  same  prohi¬ 
bitions,  restrictions  and  liabilities  as  are  imposed  by 
the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  on  the  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this 
amendment.  The  Mayor  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum 
of  Twenty-five  Thousand  ($25,000.00)  Hollars,  and 
each  Alderman  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  Ten 
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Thousand  ($10,000.00)  Dollars  conditioned  as  re¬ 
quired  by  said  Charter  at  the  time  of  the  adoption 
of  this  amendment,  which  said  bonds  shall  be  furn¬ 
ished  by  a  solvent  Surety  Company  or  Companies, 
engaged  in  business  in  the  State  of  Mississippi,  the 
premium  on  which  said  bonds  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
corporate  funds. 

The  Mayor  shall  receive  a  salary  of  Three 
Thousand  ($3,000.00)  Dollars  per  annum,  payable 
monthly,  and  each  Alderman  shall  receive  a  salary 
of  Twenty-five  Hundred  ($2,500.00)  Dollars  per  an¬ 
num,  payable  monthly,  as  their  sole  and  exclusive 
compensation,  and  said  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall 
devote  their  entire  time,  or  so  much  thereof  as  mav 
be  necessary  to  the  performance  of  their  respective 
duties,  and  they  shall  not  be  engaged  in  any  business, 
avocation  or  pursuit  that  shall,  in  any  manner  inter¬ 
fere  with  the  efficient  and  faithful  performance  of 
said  duties. 

The  said  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  elected  at 
the  next  general  election  of  municipal  officers  held 
after  the  adoption  of  this  amendment,  and  their 
terms  of  office  shall  begin  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
January,  1913.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  now  in 
office  shall  continue  to  hold  their  offices  and  exer¬ 
cise  their  powers  until  said  time. 

Be  it  further  ordained,  that  all  provisions  in 
the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  which  are  in¬ 
consistent  with  this  amendment  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  repealed.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of 
the  City  of  Vicksburg  that  the  Charter  of  the  City 
of  Vicksburg  be  amended  by  adding  to  Section  28 
thereof  the  following: 


Article  31.  To  exercise  the  right  of  eminent  do¬ 
main  in  the  laying  out  of  streets,  avenues,  alleys  and 
parks  and  in  the  laying  out  and  construction  of 
levees  to  protect  any  part  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg 
from  overflow,  and  in  the  straightening  and  widen¬ 
ing  of  streets  or  changing  the  grade  thereof,  and  the 
construction  or  repairing  of  sidewalks,  sewers  and 
other  needed  repairs  and  improvements,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring  ownership  and  possession  of 
land  for  public  school  purposes,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  and  perfecting  a  system  of  levees  for  the 
protection  of  any  part  of  said  city,  or  its  drainage 
system,  it  may  exercise  the  right  without  as  well  as 
within  its  limits,  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  acquir¬ 
ing  ownership  and  possession  of  suitable  grounds 
upon  which  to  erect  water  works  or  plants,  gas  and 
electric  light  works  or  plants,  and  also  the  right-of- 
way  to  and  from  such  works  and  plant  to  any  part 
of  the  city  for  laying  water  pipes  and  gas  pipes,  and 
to  extend  such  right  from  time  to  time,  and  also  for 
the  right-of-way  to  erect  poles  and  string  wires  either 
over  or  under  the  ground,  for  the  purpose  of  convey¬ 
ing  electricity  from  such  electric  light  plant  or 
works  to  any  part  of  the  city;  and  also  for  acquiring 
grounds  upon  which  to  erect  buildings  for  the  fire 
department,  and  for  any  or  all  public  purposes.

“When,  however,  it  mav  be  deemed  necessarv 
that  one  or  two  blocks  or  squares  of  any  street  should 
be  paved,  turnpiked  or  gravelled,  and  a  majority  of 
the  owners  of  a  greater  number  of  lots  or  parts  of 
lots,  or  the  owners  of  the  greater  number  of  lots  or 
owners  of  a  greater  number  of  lineal  feet  fronting 
on  said  block  or  blocks  will  not  petition  for  the  same 
to  be  so  paved  or  turnpiked,  or  gravelled,  then  in 
that  event,  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  may 
without  such  petition  pave  or  turnpike  or  gravel 
such  block  or  blocks,  but  the  terms  and  conditions 
as  to  the  payments  for  said  work,  the  liens  on  abut¬ 
ting  property  and  the  remedies  for  enforcing  same

FIRE  LIMITS. 


AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  Section  77  of  An  Ordinance  entitled  “An 
Ordinance  to  define  and  punish  certain  offenses  against  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  and  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  health,  peace,  security  and  good  government  and 
general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,”  with  reference  to 
the  fire  district  of  the  city. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  that  Section  77 
of  an  ordinance  entitled  “An  Ordinance  to  define 
and  punish  certain  offenses  against  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  and  to  provide 
for  the  health,  peace,  security  and  good  government 
and  the  general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,” 
approved  the  14th.  day  of  May,  1907,  be  so  amended 
as  to  read  as  follows : 

77.  FIRE  DISTRICT.  The  fire  district  of 
the  City  of  Vicksburg  shall  be  constituted  and 
bounded  as  follows: 

Commencing  on  North  Washington  Street  at  its 
intersection  with  First  East  Street  and  extending 
thence  East  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Feet  (150)  along 
First  East  Street,  thence  in  a  Southerly  direction 
parallel  with  Washington  Street  to  the  South  side  of 
Jackson  Street;  thence  East  along  Jackson  Street  to 
Walnut  Street;  thence  along  Walnut  Street  in  a 
southerlv  direction  to  South  Madison  Street ;  thence 
West  along  South  Madison  Street  to  Castle  Street; 
thence  South  along  Castle  Street  to  Bridge  Street: 
thence  West  along  Bridge  Street  to  Washington 
Street;  thence  North  along  Washington  Street  to 
Depot  Street;  thence  West  along  Depot  Street 
to  Mulberry  Street;  thence  North  along  Mul¬ 
berry  Street  to  South  Madison  Street;  thence  West 
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along  South  Madison  Street  to  a  point  One  Hundred 
and  Forty-seven  and  One-half  (147%)  feet  East  of 
Levee  Street;  thence  South  parallel  with  Levee 
Street  to  Depot  Street;  thence  West  along  Depot

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  that  Section 
108,  of  “An  Ordinance  entitled  An  Ordinance  to  de¬ 
fine  and  punish  certain  offenses  against  the  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  and  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  health,  peace,  security  and  good  gov- 
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ernment  and  the  general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants 
thereof  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows: 

108  the  same ;  rates  to  be  charged. 

The  rates  of  fare  allowed  to  be  charged  for  the 


transportation  of  passengers  within  said  city  shall 
be : 

For  each  passenger  within  the  limits  of  said 

city . $  .50 

For  a  public  conveyance  engaged  by  the  hour, 

first  hour  .  2.00 

Every  other  hour  .  1.00 

For  services  to  graveyard  and  back,  upon  fun¬ 
eral  occasions,  for  the  trip,  with  four  or 
less  persons  .  4.00

NUMBERING  HOUSES. 


AN  ORDINANCE  to  provide  for  tlie  numbering-  of  the  houses  in  the 
City  of  Vicksburg,  and  for  other  purposes. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  that  all  the 
houses  and  dwellings  situated  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  shall  be  numbered  by 

s*3 
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the  owners  thereof,  in  the  manner  and  according  to 
the  plans  hereinafter  described. 

Section  2.  That  the  initial  or  starting  line, 
where  the  streets  run  East  and  West,  shall  be  the 
Western  extremity  thereof,  numbering  therefrom 
East,  and  that  the  initial  or  starting  line,  where  the 
streets  run  North  and  South,  shall  be  the  Northern 
extremity  thereof,  numbering  therefrom  South,  com¬ 
mencing  with  the  number  (100)  One  Hundred,  and 
allowing,  where  practicable,  for  one  hundred  num¬ 
bers  in  each  block  or  square.  That  the  even  numbers 
shall  be  put  on  the  right  hand  of  the  street,  going 
from  the  initial  line,  and  the  odd  numbers  on  the  left 
hand  side  thereof,  allowing  not  more  than  twenty- 
five  feet  for  each  number  in  all  parts  of  the  city. 
That  the  figures  used  for  said  numbers  shall  not 
be  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches  high. 

Section  3.  That  any  person  who  shall  fail  to 
number  his  building  as  provided  for  by  this  ordi¬ 
nance,  before  the  18th.  dav  of  January,  1909,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 

thereof  in  the  City  Court  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not 

*/ 

exceeding  Ten  Hollars. 

Section  4.  That  all  new  buildings  hereafter  to 
be  erected  in  this  city,  or  buildings  of  which  the  front 
may  be  changed,  shall  be  by  the  owner  thereof,  num¬ 
bered  in  like  manner,  within  five  da}^s  after  its  com¬ 
pletion,  and  that  the  owner  failing  to  do  same,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  in  the  City  Court,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not 
exceeding  Ten  Hollars. 

Section  5.  That  the  names  of  the  streets  of  the 
City  of  Vicksburg  shall  under  the  direction  of  said 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  be  properly  placed  on  metal, 
and  shall  be  affixed  at  the  corner  of  each  street  in¬ 
tersection. 
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Section  6.  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

TRANSFERRING  CEMETERY  TO  VICKSBURG 
CEMETERY  ASSOCIATION. 


AN  ORDINANCE  to  provide  a  better  method  for  taking  care  of  and 
improving  the  City  Cemetery  of  Vicksburg,  Mississippi,  and  to 
add  to  the  beauty  and  attractiveness  of  the  grounds  thereof 
and  for  other  purposes. 


Whereas,  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Mayor  and  Aid- 
ermen  of  Vicksburg  to  have  the  City  Cemetery  better 
cared  for  and  improved  and  to  add  to  the  beauty  and 
attractiveness  of  the  grounds  thereof. 

And  Whereas,  a  large  number  of  the  ladies  of 
the  City  have  themselves  organized  and  incorporated 
into  an  Association,  known  as  the  Vicksburg  Ceme¬ 
tery  Association,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  charge  of 
said  Cemetery  and  better  caring  for  and  improving 
the  same,  and  in  every  way  possible  to  add  to  the 
beauty  and  attractiveness  of  the  grounds  thereof, 
Now  Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mavor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  that,  upon  the 
terms,  stipulations  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  out, 
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the  City  Cemetery  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  turned 
over  to  and  placed  in  the  charge  of  the  Vicksburg 
Cemeteiy  Association,  for  the  purpose  of  having  said 
Association  to  better  care  for  and  improve  the  same, 
and  in  every  way  possible  to  add  to  the  beauty  and 
attractiveness  of  the  grounds  thereof,  That  for  the 
purpose,  all  the  implements  now  used  in  and  about 
said  Cemetery,  including  mules,  wagons,  drays,  grass 
cutters,  hoes,  spades,  etc.,  and  also  the  house  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  Cemetery,  be  and  they  are  here¬ 
by  turned  over  to  said  Association  to  be  used  by  it  in 
the  work  done  in  and  about  the  care  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  said  Cemetery.  A  full  and  complete  inven¬ 
tory  of  the  said  personal  property  shall  be  taken  at 
the  time  same  is  turned  over  to  said  Association,  and 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Citv  Clerk  for  future  refer- 
ence. 


Section  2.  That  there  be  and  is  hereby  appro¬ 
priated  the  sum  of  $250.00  a  month,  which  shall  be 
paid  and  turned  over  to  said  Association  out  of  the 
City  Treasury,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  and  assist¬ 
ing  the  said  Association  in  its  said  work,  said  sum  to 
be  paid  to  said  Association  monthly  in  the  manner  in 
which  other  expenses  of  the  city  are  paid. 

Section  3.  That  said  Association  is  hereby  au¬ 
thorized  and  empowered  to  name  and  present  to  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  a  person  for  the  office  of  Citv 
Sexton,  who  shall  be  elected  by  said  Mayor  and  Ald¬ 
ermen  as  provided  for  by  the  City  Charter,  and  who 
shall  be  entirely  under  the  authority  and  control  of 
the  Association,  and  who  shall  be  paid  for  his  ser¬ 
vices  by  said  Association,  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
reserving  the  right,  power  and  authority  to  discharge 
said  Sexton  without  cause  at  anv  time  it  mav  choose. 

Section  4.  The  said  Association  shall  faithfully, 
honestly  and  economically  expend  all  moneys  paid  to 
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it  by  said  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and  shall  take  care 
of  and  preserve  to  the  best  of  its  ability  the  personal 
property  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  so  turned  over  to 
it.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicks¬ 
burg  reserves  unto  itself  the  right,  power  and  au¬ 
thority  to  annul  by  resolution  or  ordinance  this  ordi¬ 
nance,  and  to  reclaim  and  retake  the  management 
and  control  of  said  Cemetery  at  the  end  of  any  year 
if  it  so  desires. 

Section  5.  All  ordinances  now  existing  respect¬ 
ing  the  City  Cemetery  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect  until  repealed  or  amended,  and  the  said  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  may  in  future  pass  such  other  ordi¬ 
nances  as  may  be  necessary  to  aid  said  Association  in 
the  proper  management,  improvement,  and  preser¬ 
vation  of  the  Cemetery  and  the  property  belonging 
thereto. 

Section  6.  That  before  this  ordinance  shall  be 
operative,  the  Vicksburg  Cemetery  Association  must 
within  thirty  days  from  the  passage  thereof  signify 
its  acceptance  of  the  terms,  stipulations  and  condi¬ 
tions  herein  by  a  resolution  to  that  effect  filed  with 
the  City  Clerk  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg. 

Section  7.  That  this  ordinance  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

STORING  OF  COA3L  OIL,  GASOLINE, 

BENZINE,  ETC. 


AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  Section  84  of  An  Ordinance  entitled  “An 
Ordinance  to  define  and  punish  certain  offenses  against  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  and  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  Health,  Peace,  Security  and  Good  Government, 
and  the  general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants,”  relating  to  the 
storage  of  coal  oil,  gasoline,  benzine,  naptha  or  other  similar 
liquids.” 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  that  Section  84 
of  An  Ordinance  entitled  “An  Ordinance  to  define 
and  punish  certain  offenses  against  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  and  to  provide 
for  the  health,  peace,  security  and  good  government 
and  the  general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,” 
be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

84.  FIRES.  Storage  of  explosives,  such  as 
gasoline,  benzine  and  other  like  fluids.  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  manu¬ 
facturing  establishment  to  handle,  store  or  keep  on 
hand,  at  any  one  time,  in  any  locality  in  the  City  of 
Vicksburg,  Miss.,  any  Acetone,  Asphaltum,  Benzine, 
Bisulphide  of  Carbon,  Crude  Oils,  containing  Ben¬ 
zine;  Varnish  and  Paints,  containing  Benzine,  Col¬ 
lodion;  Liquid  Paints,  containing  Benzine,  Benzole, 
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Naptha,  Ether,  Gasoline;  Japan  and  Paint  Dryers, 
containing  Benzine;  Metal  Polish,  containing  Ben¬ 
zine,  Nitro-Glycerine,  Spirits  of  'Nitro-Glycerine ; 
Shoe  Paste,  containing  Benzine,  Petroleum,  Ether; 
Rubber  Solutions,  containing  Benzine,  Benzone  or 
any  other  similar  liquids,  except  on  the  following  con¬ 
ditions  : 

1.  A  quantity  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and 
sixty  gallons  may  be  so  stored  if  the  same  be  kept  in 
safely  constructed  steel  or  iron  tanks  buried  outside 
of  the  building  at  a  distance  not  less  than  ten  feet 
therefrom,  or  under  the  building,  and  not  less  than 
five  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and  ar¬ 
ranged  to  till  and  vent  from  the  outside ;  such  liquids 
to  be  drawn  therefrom  only  by  pumps,  the  system 
being  arranged  so  that  the  pipes  will  drain  back  to 
the  tank  so  that  not  more  than  one  gallon  can  escape 
into  the  building  at  any  one  time. 

2.  A  quantity  not  exceeding  ten  gallons  of  said 
liquids  may  be  so  stored  outside  of  the  building  and 
not  less  than  thirty  feet  therefrom,  if  the  same  be 
kept  in  closed  approved  metal  cans  or  other  vessels 
free  from  leak. 

3.  A  quantity  not  exceeding  one  gallon  of  such 
liquids  may  be  so  stored  in  the  building,  if  the  same 
is  kept  in  approved  self-closing  cans  made  for  the 
purpose ;  and  a  quantity  not  exceeding  five  gallons  of 
said  liquids  may  be  stored  in  the  building,  if  kept  in 
approved  self-closing  cans  made  for  the  purpose, 
having  a  capacity  not  exceeding  one  quart  each  to  be 
free  from  leaks,  and,  to  be  filled  outside  of  the  build- 
ing. 


4.  A  quantity  not  exceeding  ten  gallons  may 
be  stored  in  drug,  hardware,  paint  or  oil  stores,  if 
the  same  is  kept  in  approved  self-closing  metal  cans 
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or  other  vessels  made  for  the  purpose,  and  free  from 
leaks. 

5.  Kerosene  or  Illuminating  Oil  and  (or)  other 
like  fluids  not  provided  for  in  the  f oregoing : 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  cor¬ 
poration  or  manufacturing  establishment  to  handle, 
store,  or  keep  on  hand,  at  any  one  time,  in  any  lo¬ 
cality,  exceeding  five  barrels  of  Kerosene  or  Illum¬ 
inating  Oil  (the  latter  to  be  not  less  than  United 
States  Standard)  or  like  fluids  (non-explosive)  all 
to  be  drawn  by  day-light,  or  at  a  distance  of  not  less 
than  ten  feet  from  artificial  light.  But  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  buildings 
or  tanks  used  solely  for  oil  warehouse  purposes,  de¬ 
tached  and  not  less  than  50  feet  from  any  other  build¬ 
ing,  provided  the  location  of  such  special  oil  ware¬ 
house  or  tank  shall  receive  the  approval  of  the  Chief 
of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  city,  or  other  person 
who  may  be  authorized  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
to  pass  upon  that  question.  Any  person  or  persons 
who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi¬ 
nance  in  letter  or  spirit,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor,  and  on  conviction,  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  One  Hundred  Dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  2.  That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordi¬ 
nances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be  and  thev

are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  3.  That  this  ordinance  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

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UNIFORM  SIDEWALKS. 


AN  ORDINANCE  to  provide  for  a  system  of  uniform  sidewalks  on 
and  along  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  to 
be  known  and  designated  as  “Uniform  Sidewalks.” 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  that  all  sidewalks 
hereafter  constructed  on  and  along  the  streets  and 
alleys  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  except  where  other¬ 
wise  specifically  ordered,  shall  be  concrete,  and  shall 
be  constructed  uniformly  of  the  materials,  in  the 
manner,  and  according  to  the  following  plan : 

FOUND ATION.  The  street  shall  be  excavated 
to  a  depth  of  five  (5)  inches  below  the  top  of  the 
stakes  as  given  by  the  Engineer,  and  the  sub-grade 
thus  obtained,  shall  be  thoroughly  tamped,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Engineer.  All  soft  and  spongy 
places  that  cannot  be  made  solid  and  compact,  shall 
be  removed,  and  the  places  filled  with  gravel  or  other 
suitable  material  to  be  paid  for  as  per  price  bid  on 
foundation.  Whenever  it  becomes  necessary  to  fill 
in  the  base,  in  order  to  reach  the  finished  grade,  the 
contractor  shall  perform  the  work  at  his  own  ex¬ 
pense,  when  the  fill  is  one-half  foot  or  less,  but  when 
the  fill  is  greater  than  this,  he  shall  be  paid  at  a  price 
per  cubic  yard  to  be  named  in  the  bid. 

CONCRETE  BASE.  Upon  the  sub-grade  thus 
prepared,  shall  be  laid  a  four  (4)  inch  foundation, 
made  of  cement  concrete,  composed  of  one  (1)  part, 
by  measure,  of  Portland  Cement;  three  (3)  parts  by 
measure,  of  clean,  dry,  sharp  sand,  and  five  (5)  parts 
by  measure,  of  clean  washed  gravel  or  hot  pot  slag 
broken  so  as  to  pass  through  a  one  and  one-half  inch 
ring.  The  sand  and  cement  shall  first  be  mixed  dry, 
and  must  be  turned  until  a  perfectly  uniform  color

is  obtained.  After  this  is  done  enough  water  is  added 
to  make  a  still  paste,  when  the  gravel  and  slag  in  the 
proper  proportions  shall  be  added,  and  mixed  until 
every  particle  of  the  stone  is  thoroughly  coated  with 
mortar,  then  the  mixture  shall  be  be  deposited  in  the 
forms  provided,  and  tamped  until  a  thin  film  of  water 
appears  on  the  surface. 

TOPPING  COAT.  Upon  the  concrete  base 
thus  provided  shall  be  laid  a  topping  coat  of  concrete 
composed  of  one  (1)  part,  by  measure,  of  Portland 
Cement,  and  one  and  one-half  parts,  by  measure,  of 
crushed  granite  screenings  or  gravel,  that  will  pass 
through  a  three-eighths  of  an  inch  screen,  not  more 
than  ten  per  cent,  of  granite  dust  being  allowed. 
Great  care  shall  be  taken  to  secure  the  same  pro¬ 
portions  in  each  “ Batch”  in  order  to  secure  uni¬ 
formity  of  color.  This  topping  coat  must  be  placed 
upon  the  concrete  base  as  soon  as  the  latter  is  pre¬ 
pared  and  shall  have  a  thickness  of  one  (1)  inch 
after  finishing.  In  no  case  shall  the  topping  coat  be 
placed  upon  the  base  when  the  latter  has  begun  to  set. 
After  the  topping  is  in  place,  it  shall  be  properly 
trowelled,  and  given  a  finish  satisfactory  to  the  En¬ 
gineer.  No  so-called  dryer  will  be  allowed,  as  it  only 
serves  to  make  the  walk  glassy  and  slippery.  Par¬ 
ticular  pains  must  be  taken  to  have  each  cut  in  the 
topping  coat  coincide  with  the  cuts  in  the  base,  pro¬ 
vided  for  expansion  joints.  These  expansion  joints 
shall  be  placed  at  intervals  of  six  (6)  feet  at  right 
angle  to  the  street,  and  also  parallel  to  the  building 
line  and  curb,  and  one  and  one-half  feet  distant  from 
each.  They  shall  be  of  the  so-called  “Sand  Joint” 
style,  properly  and  skilfully  made.  Topping  coat 
shall  be  allowed  to  come  directly  in  contact  with 
street  fixtures,  such  as  cellar  gratings  hydrants,  and 
metal  trolley  poles.  After  the  walk  is  finished  par¬ 
ticular  care  must  be  taken  to  keep  it  shaded  and  wet 
for  at  least  three  days. 
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CEMENT.  All  cement  employed  in  the  work 
shall  be  of  the  best  Portland.  At  least  ninety-two 
(92)  per  cent,  by  weight  shall  pass  through  a  sieve 
having  10,000  meshes  to  the  square  inch.  The  speci¬ 
fic  gravity  shall  he  between  3.10  and  3.25.  To  test 
the  soundness  of  the  cement,  at  least  two  pats  of  neat 
cement  mixed  with  twenty  per  cent,  of  water  for  five 
minutes,  shall  be  made  on  glass,  each  pat  about  three 
inches  in  diameter,  and  one-half  inch  thick  at  the 
center,  tapering  to  a  thin  edge,  the  pats  are  to  be 
kept  under  a  wet  cloth  until  finally  set,  when  one  is 
to  be  placed  in  fresh  water  for  twenty-eight  days. 
The  second  pat  will  be  placed  in  water  which  will  be 
raised  to  the  boiling  point  for  six  hours,  then  allowed 
to  cool.  Neither  should  show  distortion  or  cracks. 
The  boiling  test  may  or  may  not  cause  rejection,  at 
the  option  of  the  Engineer.  It  must  not  acquire  its 
initial  set  in  less  than  Forty-five  (45)  minutes,  and 
shall  have  acquired  its  final  set  in  less  than  ten 
hours.  The  cement  is  considered  to  have  acquired 
its  initial  set  when  the  pat  will  bear  without  appre¬ 
ciably  indented,  a  wire  one-twelfth  of  an  inch  in 
diameter,  loaded  to  weigh  one  pound.  Briquetts 
made  of  neat  cement  after  being  kept  in  air  for  twen¬ 
ty-four  hours  under  a  wet  cloth  and  the  balance  of 
the  time  in  water,  shall  develop  tensile  strength,  as 
follows  per  square  inch:  Seven  days,  550  pounds; 
Twenty-eight  days,  650  pounds. 

Briquetts  made  of  one  part  cement  and  three 
parts  standard  sand  by  weight  shall  develop  tensile 
strength  as  follows  per  square  inch:  After  seven 
days  200  pounds.  After  twenty-eight  days  250 
pounds.  Any  cement  not  showing  a  decided  increase 
in  strength  in  the  twenty-eight-day  test  over  the 
seven-day  test  will  be  rejected.  No  cement  will  be 
allowed  to  be  used  except  established  brands  of  high 
grade  Portland  cement  which  have  been  in  success¬ 
ful  use  in  similar  character  of  work  and  climatic 
conditions.  All  cement  shall  be  delivered  on  the 
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work  in  the  original  packages  bearing  the  stamp  of 
the  manufacturers.  When  in  storage  or  upon  the 
line  of  work,  it  shall  be  properly  protected,  and  no 
cement  will  be  used  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  En¬ 
gineer  has  been  injured  by  age  or  exposure. 

SAND.  All  sand  employed  in  the  work  shall  be 
clean  and  sharp,  containing  both  fine  and  coarse 
grains;  but  shall  be  free  from  all  foreign  matter, 
and  shall  not  show  when  slackened  with  water,  more 
than  five  per  cent.,  by  volume,  of  silt. 

GRAVEL.  All  gravel  employed  in  the  work 
shall  be  washed  river  gravel  free  from  all  foreign 
matter,  and  none  of  the  pebbles  shall  be  more  than 
one-half  inch  in  diameter. 

SLAG.  In  case  slag  is  used  as  an  aggregate,  it 
shall  be  hot  pot  and  crushed  so  as  to  pass  a  one-half 
inch  screen. 

All  of  said  material  and  the  construction  of  said 
work  shall  be  done  strictly  according  to  the  specifica¬ 
tions  and  stipulations  which  are  filed  herewith  as  a 
part  thereof,  and  copies  of  which  are  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  City  Engineer,  and  also  in  the  office  of 
the  City  Clerk  of  said  City  of  Vicksburg,  to  which 
reference  is  here  made. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  ordained  that  all  such 
“Uniform  Sidewalks, ”  except  where  otherwise  spe¬ 
cifically  ordered,  shall  be  uniformly  of  the  size  and 
according  to  the  plan  following:  On  and  along  all 
streets  and  alleys  which  are  25  feet  wide,  the  side¬ 
walks  shall  be  5  feet  wide ;  on  those  thirty  feet  wide 
the  sidewalk  shall  be  6  feet  wide.  On  those  40  feet 
wide  the  sidewalk  shall  be  6  feet  wide,  and  there  shall 
be,  in  addition,  grass  plots  two  feet  wide;  on  those 
46  feet  wide  the  sidewalks  shall  be  six  feet  wide,  and 
there  shall  be  grass  plots  4  feet  wide.  On  the  resi- 
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dence  parts  of  all  streets  50  feet  wide,  the  sidewalk 
shall  be  6  feet  wide  and  there  shall  be  grass  plots 
4  feet  wide,  but  on  the  business  parts  of  the  streets 
which  are  50  feet  wide,  the  sidewalks  shall  be  ten 
feet  wide ;  on  the  residence  parts  of  streets  which  are 
60  feet  wide,  the  sidewalk  shall  be  8  feet  wide  and 
there  shall  be  grass  plots  four  feet  wide,  but  on  the 
business  parts  of  the  streets  which  are  60  feet  wide, 
sidewalk  shall  be  twelve  feet  wide ;  on  the  residence 
parts  of  streets  which  are  66  feet  wide,  the  sidewalks 
shall  be  8  feet  wide  and  there  shall  be  grass  plots  6 
feet  wide,  but  on  the  business  parts  of  streets  which 
are  66  feet  wide  the  sidewalks  shall  be  14  feet  wide ; 
on  those  80  feet  wide  the  sidewalk  shall  be  10  feet 
wide  and  there  shall  be  grass  plots  6  feet  wide,  and 
on  those  100  feet  wide  the  sidewalks  shall  be  ten  feet 
wide,  and  there  shall  be  grass  plots  10  feet  wide. 

The  sidewalks  provided  for  in  this  ordinance 
shall  be  known  and  designated  as  “  Uniform  Side¬ 
walks.  ’  ’ 

Section  3.  All  persons  hereafter  constructing 
sidewalks  on  and  along  the  Streets  and  Alleys  of  the 
City  of  Vicksburg,  unless  otherwise  specifically  or¬ 
dered,  shall  construct  “Uniform  Sidewalks,”  as  pro¬ 
vided  for  in  Sections  1  and  2,  of  this  ordinance,  and 
any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  who  shall  violate 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall 
be  fined  in  the  sum  of  not  more  than  $100.00. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

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AMENDMENT  TO  DOG  ORDINANCE. 


AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  Section  22  of  An  Ordinance  entitled  “An 
Ordinance  to  define  and  punish  certain  offenses  against  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  and  to  provide 
for  the  Health,  Peace,  Security  and  Good  Government  and 
the  general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  with  reference 
to  unclaimed  dogs.” 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  that  Section  22 
of  An  Ordinance  entitled  “An  Ordinance  to  define 
and  punish  certain  offenses  against  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  and  to  provide 
for  the  health,  peace,  security  and  good  government 
and  the  general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,” 
be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

22.  The  same;  Catchers  appointed;  unclaimed 
dogs  disposed  of.  The  Mayor  shall  authorize  and 
appoint  some  suitable  person  or  persons,  at  his  dis¬ 
cretion  to  kill  or  destroy,  or  catch,  take  up  and  im¬ 
pound  all  dogs  found  running  at  large  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  without  the  license 
tag  hereby  required,  and  the  said  dogs  so  caught, 
taken  up  and  impounded  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
City  Pound  Keeper  who  shall  safely  keep  the  same 
for  three  days,  within  which  time  any  of  such  dogs 
may  be  reclaimed  by  the  owner  upon  payment  of  a 
fine  of  $2.50  for  each,  which  sum,  when  collected, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  provided,  how¬ 
ever,  that  if  the  owner  shall  satisfactorily  prove  to 
said  Pound  Keeper  that  the  License  had  been  paid, 
and  the  tag  properly  attached  to  the  dog,  as  required 
by  this  ordinance,  but  the  same,  without  his  fault  or 
negligence,  had  been  lost  then  he  may  reclaim  such 
dog  upon  payment  of  50  cents.  Unless  said  dogs  are 
reclaimed  within  said  time  they  shall  be  killed  and 
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destroyed,  by  the  order  of  the  City  Marshal.  Any 
person  who  shall  fraudulently  remove  a  tag  attached 
to  a  dog,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  on 
conviction  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $100.00.” 

Section  2.  That  this  ordinance  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passge.

ELECTRIC  SIGNS. 


AN  ORDINANCE  regulating  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  Electric 
Signs  on  and  along  the  streets,  and  making  it  a  misdemeanor 
for  failure  to  comply  with  the  same. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  that  it  shall 
hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  cor¬ 
poration  to  erect  and  maintain  over  any  sidewalk, 
across  streets,  avenues  or  alleys  in  the  City  of  Vicks¬ 
burg,  Miss.,  illuminated  signs  as  hereinafter  pre¬ 
scribed  in  this  ordinance  and  for  the  purpose  of  this 
ordinance  an  illuminated  sign  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  any  sign  constructed  as  follows : 

Signs  of  which  all  or  any  part  of  each  letter  is 
made  entirely  of  metal,  no  wood  being  used  in  con¬ 
struction  of  letter  proper,  letters  being  studded  in 
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full  outline  with  electric  lights,  or  any  solid  metal 
sign  with  border  of  electric  lights,  having  no  less 
than  one  lamp  per  one  and  a  half  square  foot  of 
sign  surface. 

Signs  to  be  wired  according  to  the  rules  and  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Under¬ 
writers. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  ordained  that  signs 
erected  by  authority  of  this  ordinance  and  over¬ 
hanging  sidewalks,  must  be  placed  at  least  nine  feet 
above  the  sidewalk  and  may  extend  their  full  width 
above  same.  No  such  signs  shall  commence  a  dis¬ 
tance  greater  than  two  feet  from  the  building  meas¬ 
ured  from  the  side  of  the  sign  nearest  to  it.  Per¬ 
pendicular  signs  may  be  set  from  the  building  to  be 
clear  from  bay  windows,  and  both  sides  of  horizontal 
and  perpendicular  signs  must  be  equally  illuminated, 
as  above  described,  and  such  signs  erected  by  author¬ 
ity  of  this  ordinance  must  be  illuminated  each  and 
every  night  from  dusk  until  the  hour  9 :30  p.  m.,  or 
longer,  and  on  failure  to  comply  with  the  said  ordi¬ 
nance  the  City  shall  cause  those  signs  to  be  moved 
at  the  owner’s  expense.  All  signs  erected  across 
streets,  alleys  or  other  public  highways  shall  be  at 
least  twenty  feet  above  ground. 

Section  3.  Be  it  further  ordained  that  all  per¬ 
sons,  firms  or  corporations  erecting  signs  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  first  obtain  a  per¬ 
mit  to  do  so  from  the  City  Engineer  and  the  same 
shall  be  erected  under  his  supervision  and  the  elec¬ 
tric  construction  of  same  to  be  inspected  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  said  City  Engineer  before  the  current 
is  turned  on. 

Section  4.  Be  it  further  ordained  that  if  at  any 
time  and  if  the  sign  erected  under  this  ordinance 
shall  become  defective,  unsafe  and  dangerous  to  the 
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public,  the  same  shall  be  repaired  or  adjusted  at  the 
expense  of  the  owner  in  such  a  manner  as  may  be  dic¬ 
tated  by  the  Engineer. 

Section  5.  Be  it  further  ordained  that  all  per¬ 
sons,  firms  or  corporations,  erecting,  using  and  main¬ 
taining  such  signs  shall  save  the  city^  harmless  from 
all  damages  arising  from  the  erection,  use  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  same. 

Section  6.  Be  it  further  ordained  that  any  per¬ 
son,  persons,  firms  or  corporations  violating  any  of 
the  foregoing  sections  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor  and  subject  to  a  fine  of  from  $2.50  to  $5.00 
discretionary  with  the  Police  Justice. 

Section  7.  Be  it  further  ordained  that  all  laws 
or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  8.  Be  it  further  ordained  that  this  ordi¬ 
nance  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage,  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  city  requiring  it.

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ENLARGING  CITY  LIMITS. 


AN  ORDINANCE  to  enlarge  tlie  Boundaries  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg 
by  adding  thereto  adjacent  unincorporated  territory,  and  also 
to  define  the  entire  Boundary  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  as  thus 
enlarged. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  that  the  bounda¬ 
ries  of  said  City  of  Vicksburg  be  enlarged  by  adding 
thereto  the  adjacent  unincorporated  territory  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  following  boundaries : 

Commencing  at  the  point  where  the  southern 
boundary  line  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  now  inter¬ 
sects  the  West  line  of  the  Warrenton  Road,  and  run¬ 
ning  thence  South  along  the  West  line  of  said  Road 
to  the  Eastern  line  of  the  right-of-way  owned  by  the 
Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Company 
thence  South  along  the  East  line  of  said  right-of-way 
to  the  point  where  it  intersects  the  Northern  boun¬ 
dary  line  of  that  part  of  the  land  owned  by  the 
United  States  Government  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  Vicksburg  National  Military  Park  known  as  the 
Northern  boundary  line  of  Confederate  Avenue  or 
the  boundary  line  of  said  Avenue  nearest  to  the  City 
of  Vicksburg;  thence  Easterly,  Northerly  and  Wes¬ 
terly  along  said  boundary  line  of  Confederate  Ave¬ 
nue  with  the  meander ings  thereof  to  the  point  where 
said  line  intersects  the  Eastern  line  of  the  old  Yazoo 
City  Road,  now  known  as  Fort  Hill  Road;  thence 
Southerly  along  the  Eastern  line  of  said  Fort  Hill 
Road  to  the  middle  of  Glass  Bayou,  being  the  inter¬ 
section  of  said  Road  with  the  Northern  boundary 
line  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg;  thence  Westerly  along 
said  line  to  the  Western  line  of  said  Fort  Hill  Road; 
thence  Northerly  along  said  line  of  said  Road  to  the 
noint  where  it  intersects  the  Southern  line. of  Mint 
Springs  Bayou;  thence  Westerly  along  said  line  to 
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the  point  where  it  intersects  the  Eastern  line  of  the 
National  Cemetery  Road;  thence  Southerly  along 
said  line  of  said  road  to  the  Northern  boundary  line 
of  said  city  in  the  middle  of  Glass  Bayou. 

Section  2.  That  the  entire  boundary  of  the  City 
of  Vicksburg  as  thus  changed,  shall  be  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  center  of  the  month 
of  Glass  Bayou  as  defined  on  Searles  Map  of  the  City 
of  Vicksburg,  and  running  thence  West  to  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  the  former  channel  of  the  Mississippi  River; 
thence  South  down  the  middle  of  said  channel  to  a 
point  five  hundred  yards  due  West  from  the  Southern 
corner  of  Square  Thirty-three  (33)  of  the  Wharf 
and  Land  Company’s  Survey  as  laid  down  on  Mar¬ 
shall  and  Coppee’s  Map  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg; 
thence  in  an  Easterly  direction  on  the  South  line  of 
said  Wharf  and  Land  Company’s  Survey  to  the  point 
where  it  intersects  the  West  line  of  the  Warrenton 
Road;  thence  South  along  the  West  line  of  said  road 
to  the  Eastern  line  of  the  right-of-way  owned  by  the 
Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Company; 
thence  South  along  the  East  line  of  said  right-of-way 
to  the  point  where  it  intersects  the  Northern  boun¬ 
dary  line  of  that  part  of  the  land  owned  by  the  United 
States  Government  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
Vicksburg  National  Military  Park  known  as  the 
Northern  boundary  line  of  Confederate  Avenue,  or 
the  boundary  line  of  said  Avenue  nearest  to  the  City 
of  Vicksburg;  thence  Easterly,  Northerly  and  Wes¬ 
terly  along  said  boundary  line  of  Confederate  Ave¬ 
nue  with  the  meanderings  thereof,  to  the  point  where 
said  line  intersects  the  Eastern  line  of  the  old  Yazoo

That  the  boundary  line  of  Five 
Wards  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  after  being  enlarged 
as  provided  for  in  Section  1  hereof,  shall  be  as  fol¬ 
lows:

PROHIBITING  SPITTING  IN  PUBLIC  PLACES. 


AN  ORDINANCE  prohibiting  Expectorating  or  Spitting  in  Public 
Places. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  that  it  shall  here¬ 
after  be  unlawful  for  any  person  within  the  corpor- 
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ate  limits  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  to  expectorate, 
or  spit,  upon  any  public  sidewalk,  platform  or  pas¬ 
sage  way  for  pedestrians  or  upon  the  floor  of  any 
public  building;  or  upon  the  floor  of  any  theatre,  or 
other  place  of  public  amusement ;  or  upon  the  floor  of 
any  church;  or  other  place  of  public  worship;  or 
upon  the  floor  of  any  store,  shop,  market,  banking 
house,  railroad  station,  telegraph  office,  express  of¬ 
fice,  hotel,  or  other  place  frequented  by  the  public, 
or  upon  the  floor  of  any  place  of  public  gathering,  or 
upon  the  floor  of  any  street  car,  or  railroad  passenger 
car,  or  vehicles  for  passengers,  or  upon  the  steps  or 
platforms,  or  floors  of  elevators,  or  other  public 
places  of  ingress  or  egress  from  such  theatres, 
church,  car,  vehicle,  store,  shop,  market  banking 
house,  railroad  station,  telegraph  office,  express  of¬ 
fice,  hotel  or  other  place  mentioned  above. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  ordained  that  any  per¬ 
son  violating  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  One  Dol¬ 
lar  for  each  offense,  and  that  each  act  of  expectorat¬ 
ing  or  spitting,  prohibited  hereby,  shall  constitute  a 
separate  and  distinct  offense. 

Section  3.  Be  it  further  ordained  that  this  ordi¬ 
nance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  that  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  every  person  bringing  into  the  city  a  for¬ 
eign  automobile,  or  one  that  is  not  registered  and  li¬ 
censed  as  required  of  home  cars,  to  at  once  report 
said  automobile  to  the  Chief  of  Police  and  have  the 
same  registered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  by 
giving  and  furnishing  to  the  Chief  of  Police  the 
name  of  the  owner,  make,  number  and  driver  of  said 
machine;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  any 
member  of  the  Police  Force  to  direct  such  person  to 
the  Chief  of  Police  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and 
any  person  violating  this  ordinance  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  shall  be  fined  in 
a  sum  not  more  than  One  Hundred  Dollars.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  protect  and  prevent  Injury  to  all  Streets  in  the 
City  of  Vicksburg  now  and  hereafter  to  be  paved  with  as¬ 
phalt  or  other  like  material.. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  that  no  sidewalk, 
building  or  other  material  of  like  nature  shall  be  al¬ 
lowed  by  any  person  to  fall  and  remain  upon  any  of 
the  streets  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  now  or  here¬ 
after  to  be  paved  with  asphalt  or  other  material  of 
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the  kind,  but  that  all  such  material  if  deposited  on 
such  streets,  must  be  placed  in  bins  or  on  skids  with 
tight  built  floors  at  least  four  inches  above  the  sur¬ 
face  of  the  pavement,  so  as  to  permit  the  free  drain¬ 
age  of  the  street,  and  so  as  to  prevent  such  material 
from  coming  in  contact  with  the  pavement.  It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  hauling  such  material 
to  allow  the  same  to  drop  on  any  of  the  streets  of 
said  city  paved  with  asphalt  or  like  material. 

Section  2.  That  no  person  shall  allow  oil  or 
gasoline  of  any  character  to  be  dropped  from  auto¬ 
mobiles,  tanks,  or  other  vehicles  or  sources  on  any 
of  the  streets  of  said  city  paved  with  asphalt  or  like 
material. 

Section  3.  That  any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor  and  on  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  $100.00,  or  imprisoned  more  than  thirty  days  or 
shall  be  punished  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison¬ 
ment. 

Section  4.  That  this  ordinance  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

road  track  around  said  Southern  limits  of  said  Citv

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AN  ORDINANCE  to  contract  the  Boundaries  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg 
by  excluding  from  said  City  certain  territory  now  a  part 
thereof,  to  define  the  boundaries  of  such  excluded  territory, 
and  also  to  define  the  entire  boundaries  of  the  City  of  Vicks¬ 
burg  as  thus  changed. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  that  the  bounda¬ 
ries  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  be  contracted  by  ex¬ 
cluding  from  said  city  the  territory  now  belonging 
thereto  which  lies  outside  of  the  following  bounda¬ 
ries  : 


Commencing  at  the  Southwest  corner  of  block 
Thirty-three  (33)  of  the  Wharf  and  Land  Company 
Survey,  as  laid  down  on  Marshall  &  Coppee’s  Map 
of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  and  running  thence  in  an 
Easterly  direction  along  the  South  line  of  the  said 
Wharf  &  Land  Co.  Survey  to  the  Southeast  corner 
of  Lot  One  Hundred  and  Eighty  (180)  Block  Thirty- 
eight  (38)  of  said  survey,  thence  in  a  Northerly  di¬ 
rection  along  the  Eastern  line  of  said  survey  to  its 
intersection  with  Stout’s  Bayou,  thence  in  a  North¬ 
easterly  direction  along  said  Bayou  to  the  point 
where  said  Bayou  intersects  the  South  line  of  the

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AMENDED  DOG  ORDINANCE. 


AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  Section  22  of  An  Ordinance  entitled  “An 
Ordinance  to  define  and  punish  certain  offenses  against  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  and  to  provide 
for  the  health,  peace,  security  and  good  government  and  the 
general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  with  reference  to 
unclaimed  dogs,  as  amended  by  An  Ordinance  approved  the 
8th.  day  of  July,  1909. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg*  that  Section  22  of 
An  Ordinance  entitled  An  Ordinance  to  define  and 
punish  certain  offenses  against  the  Mayor  and  Ald¬ 
ermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  to  provide  for  the 
health,  peace,  security  and  good  government  and  the 
general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  as 
amended  by  An  Ordinance,  approved  the  8th.  day  of 
July,  1909,  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows: 

“22.”  The  same ;  Catchers  appointed ;  unclaimed 
dogs  disposed  of.  The  Mayor  shall  authorize  and  ap¬ 
point  some  suitable  person  or  persons  at  his  discre¬ 
tion  to  kill  or  destroy,  or  to  catch,  take  up  and  im¬ 
pound  all  dogs  found  running  at  large  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  without  the  license 
tag  thereby  required,  and  the  said  dogs  so  caught, 
taken  up  and  impounded  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
City  Pound  Keeper,  who  shall  safely  keep  the  same 
for  three  days,  within  which  time  any  of  such  dogs 
may  be  reclaimed  by  the  owner  upon  payment  of  a 
fine  of  $2.50  for  each,  which  sum  when  collected  shall 
be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury.  Provided,  however, 
that  if  the  owner  shall,  within  said  time  satisfactor¬ 
ily  prove  to  the  Pound  Keeper  that  the  license  had 
been  paid  and  the  tag  properly  attached  to  the  dog, 
as  required  by  this  ordinance,  but  the  same  without 
his  fault  or  negligence,  had  been  lost,  then  he  may 
reclaim  such  dog  upon  the  payment  of  50  cents,  and 
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shall  thereupon  be  entitled  to  have  issued  to  him  a 
duplicate  license  tag  which  shall  at  once  be  attached 
to  a  collar  on  the  dog,  as  provided  by  Section  21  of 
the  original  ordinance.  Unless  said  dogs  are  re¬ 
claimed  within  said  time,  they  shall  be  killed  and  de¬ 
stroyed  by  the  order  of  the  City  Marshal.  Any  per¬ 
son  who  shall  fraudulently  remove  a  tag  attached  to 
a  dog  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  con¬ 
viction  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $100.00. 

Section  2.  That  this  ordinance  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  AMEND. 


“AN  ORDINANCE  to  Regulate  the  Running  and  Operating  of  Auto¬ 
mobiles  in  the  City  of  Vicksburg  and  for  other  purposes,”  ap¬ 
proved  the  20th.  day  of  June,  1911. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  that  “An  Ordi¬ 
nance  to  regulate  the  running  and  operating  of  auto¬ 
mobiles  in  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  and  for  other  pur¬ 
poses,”  approved  June  20th.,  1911,  be  so  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mavor  and

Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  that  the  follow- 
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in g  rules  and  regulations  be  and  they  are  hereby 
adopted  for  the  runing  and  operating  of  automobiles 
in  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  to-wit: 

REGISTRATION  AND  LICENSE.  Any  per¬ 
son,  firm  or  corporation,  residing  in  the  City  of 
Vicksburg,  owning  and  running  one  or  more  auto¬ 
mobiles  or  any  such  person,  firm  or  corporation,  who 
may  regularly  run  or  operate  one  or  more  automo¬ 
biles  in  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  shall  within  three  days 
after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  or  within  three 
days  after  he  shall  acquire  or  begin  to  run  or  operate 
an  automobile  in  said  city,  register  each  machine  so 
owned,  run  or  operated  by  him,  with  the  City  Li¬ 
cense  Collector  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose, 
giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner,  and  the 
make,  model,  and  horse-power  of  the  machine.  The 
City  License  Collector  shall  furnish  such  person,  for 
each  machine,  a  registration  or  license  tag,  of  circu¬ 
lar  metal  not  over  one  inch  in  diameter,  showing  the 
wording,  “ Vicksburg,  Mississippi/’  and  the  year  the 
tag  is  issued,  which  shall  be  affixed  to  the  dash  board 
of  the  car  in  plain  view.  All  such  licenses  shall  ex¬ 
pire  on  December  31st.  of  each  year,  or  on  the  sale  of 
the  machine.  And  the  party  procuring  such  License 
shall  pay  to  the  Collector  a  fee  of  $1.50,  and  50c  for 
each  renewal.  On  each  automobile  used  for  livery 
purposes,  in  addition  to  the  above  fees  and  regula¬ 
tions,  there  shall  be  paid  a  privilege  tax  of  $2.50 
per  annum,  under  the  same  regulations  as  are  pro¬ 
vided  for  carriages  or  hacks  and  used  for  livery  pur¬ 
poses  in  the  city. 

NUMBERS,  LIGHTS,  ETC.  At  the  same  time 
the  licensed  tag  is  issued,  the  City  License  Collector, 
shall  also  issue  for  each  automobile  a  registration 
number,  consisting  of  a  dark  blue  back  ground  on 
which  are  inscribed,  First,  the  letter  “V”  in  white. 
Second,  the  number  in  white  numerals  four  inches 
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high  by  one-half  inch  stroke.  Third,  “Miss.”  in 
white  written  vertically.  The  registration  number 
thus  prepared  shall  be  firmly  fixed  across  the  rear 
of  the  car  in  line  with  the  white  tail  light. 


From  one  hour  after  sunset  to  one  hour  before 
sunrise,  each  car  either  in  use  or  standing  on  the 
Street  must  be  provided  with  at  least  one  white  light 
forward  and  one  red  light  in  the  rear  thereof,  with  a 
white  light  reflecting  on  the  number  tag.  Each  car 
must  also  be  equipped  and  in  good  repair  with  at  least 
one  set  of  efficient  brakes,  signal  device  and  muffler. 

NON-RESIDENTS.  Non-residents  bringing 
automobiles  into  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  having  com¬ 
plied  with  the  regulation  requirements  of  the  city, 
county  or  town,  of  their  residence,  and  having  dis¬ 
played  on  said  car  the  numbers  in  accordance  there¬ 
with,  shall  be  exempt  from  registration  and  license 
provision  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  ten  succes¬ 
sive  days  at  any  one  time,  but  anyone  violating  this 
provision  shall  forfeit  his  exemption  herein. 

SPEED.  The  speed  of  an  automobile  on  Wash¬ 
ington  Street,  between  Depot  and  Grove  Streets,  and 
on  Clay  Street  between  Washington  and  Walnut, 
shall  not  exceed  ten  miles  an  hour,  provided  that 
while  rounding  curves  in  these  limits,  such  speed 
shall  not  exceed  six  miles  an  hour.  In  other 
parts  of  the  city  such  speed  shall  not  ex¬ 
ceed  fifteen  miles  per  hour,  provided  that  a 
reasonable  speed  must  be  maintained  on  rounding 
all  curves  or  descending  hills.  Just  before  rounding 
corners  or  curves,  a  signal  shall  be  sounded.  At  a 
signal  from  a  driver  of  a  frightened  horse,  the  car, 
and  if  necessary,  the  motor  must  be  stopped,  and 
when  a  car  is  left  unattended  on  the  street,  the  brakes 
must  be  set  or  the  wheels  cocked.  When  approach¬ 
ing  a  street  car  which  has  stopped,  or  is  stopping  for 
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persons  to  enter  or  alight,  an  automobile  must  be 
brought  to  a  full  or  dead  stop. 

No  livery  automobile  shall  be  allowed  to  stand 
100  feet  North,  East  or  South  of  Washington  and 
Clay  Streets  for  a  longer  time  than  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  for  receiving  and  discharging  passengers. 

PENALTIES.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi¬ 
nance,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  con¬ 
viction  shall  be  fined  for  the  first  offense,  not  less 
than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00,  and  for  the  second 
and  subsequent  offense  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more 
than  $100.00. 

That  this  Ordinance  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  “An  Ordinance  to  Regulate  and  Restrict 
the  Keeping  and  Driving  of  Cattle  in  and  through  a  certain 
part  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  and  for  other  purposes,”  passed 
April  1st.,  1912.

Be  it  ordained  bv  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of 
the  City  of  Vicksburg  that  An  Ordinance  to  regulate 
and  restrict  the  keeping  and  driving  of  cattle  in  and 
through  a  certain  part  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  and 
for  other  purposes,  passed  April  1st.,  1912,  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  Citv  of  Vicksburg  that  it  shall  be 
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unlawful  for  any  person  to  keep  more  than  two  head 
of  cattle  within  the  boundaries  of  the  following  de¬ 
scribed  territory  in  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  State  of 
Mississippi,  if  the  keeping  of  same  shall  be  or  become 
a  public  or  private  nuisance,  to-wit : 

Beginning  at  a  point  where  J ackson  Street  inter¬ 
sects  the  Yazoo  Canal  or  Western  boundary  line  of 
the  City  of  Vicksburg,  and  running  thence  East  along 
Jackson  Street  to  First  North  Street,  thence  South 
along  First  North,  to  where  it  intersects  Great  or 
Stout’s  Bayou,  thence  in  a  Southwesterly  and  South¬ 
erly  course  along  said  Stout’s  Bayou,  to  where  it  is 
intersected  by  Speed  Street,  thence  West  along 
Speed  Street,  to  where  the  same,  if  extended,  would 
intersect  the  Canal  or  Western  limits  of  said  citv, 
thence  Northerly  along  said  Canal  to  the  place  of  be¬ 
ginning,  provided,  however,  that  where  a  person  may 
have  in  said  territory  one  acre  or  more  of  land  in 
which  to  pasture  his  cattle  and  upon  which  he  does 
so  pasture  them,  he  shall  be  allowed  to  keep  more 
than  two  head  of  cattle  in  said  pasture.  That  any 
person  who  shall  violate  this  Section  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  shall  be  fined  as 
hereinafter  mentioned. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  cattle  to 
be  driven  loose  through  the  streets  of  Vicksburg  with¬ 
in  the  territory  described  in  Section  1  of  this  Ordi¬ 
nance,  and  the  person  so  driving  such  cattle  or  hav¬ 
ing  the  same  done  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
but  such  cattle  may  be  led  through  said  streets  in 
said  territory  to  and  from  pasture.  If  any  cattle 
being  carried  through  the  territory  herinbefore  de¬ 
scribed  shall  go  upon  the  yards  and  lawns  of  people 
other  than  the  owners  thereof  or  shall  prove  a  men¬ 
ace  to  the  safetv  of  any  person,  both  the  owners  of 
said  cattle  and  the  person  in  charge  of  same,  shall  be 
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guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction,  shall 
be  fined  as  hereinafter  prescribed. 

Section  3.  That  any  person  convicted  of  the 
violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
$2.00  or  more  than  $25.00,  for  the  first  offense,  and 
for  the  second  and  subsequent  offenses,  such  persons 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00  or  more  more  than 
$25.00. 


Section  4.  That  this  ordinance  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  regulate  the  keeping  of  Chickens,  Geese,  Ducks, 
Turkeys  and  other  Domestic  Fowls,  in  the  City  of  Vicksburg, 
and  to  prevent  them  from  trespassing  upon  the  premises  of 
other  people  than  the  owners  thereof,  and  for  other  purposes. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  that  all  chickens, 
geese,  ducks,  turkeys  and  other  domestic  fowls,  shall 
be  kept  by  the  owners  thereof  on  their  own  premises, 
and  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owners  of  such 
fowls  to  allow  or  permit  them  to  run  at  large  in  the 
streets  of  Vicksburg,  or  to  allow  them  to  go  upon  and 
trespass  on  the  yards,  lawns  or  premises  of  other  peo- 
pie. 


Section  2.  Any  person  violating  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic- 
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tion  shall  be  fined  for  the  first  offense  not  less  than 
$1.00  or  more  than  $25.00,  and  for  the  second  and 
subsequent  offenses  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than 
$50.00. 


This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  requiring  all  Stands,  Places  or  Establishments, 
where  Fruit,  Confectionaries,  Fresh  Fish,  Fresh  Meats,  Milk, 
Vegetables,  and  other  such  articles  of  food  and  drink  are  sold, 
or  offered  for  sale,  as  well  as  said  articles  of  food  and  drink 
themselves,  and  all  Public  Cafes,  Lunch  Stands  and  Eating 
Places  to  be  Screened  and  protected  from  flies  and  other  in¬ 
sects,  etc.,  and  for  other  purposes. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  that  all  stands, 
places  or  establishments  in  the  City  of  Vicksburg 
where  fruit,  confectionaries,  fresh  fish,  fresh  meats, 
milk,  vegetables  and  other  such  articles  of  food  and 
drink  are  sold  or  offered  for  sale,  as  well  as  the  said 
articles  themselves,  and  all  public  cafes,  lunch  stands, 
eating  places  or  establishments  shall  be  thoroughly 
screened  and  protected  from  flies  and  other  insects 
and  vermin,  and  from  dogs  and  other  animals  so  as 
to  keep,  preserve  and  safeguard  said  places  and  said 
articles  of  food  and  drink  pure  and  wholesome  from 
contamination,  as  aforesaid,  for  the  purposes  to 
which  they  are  devoted  or  offered  for  sale. 
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Section  2.  That  any  person,  firm,  or  corpora¬ 
tion  keeping  any  such  stands  or  places  of  business,  or 
dealing  in  or  handling  any  of  the  articles  of  food  or 
drink  set  out  and  mentioned  in  Article  I  above,  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction 
shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  $100.00. 

Section  3.  That  this  ordinance  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  regulating  tlie  manner  of  Connecting  Stoves  or 
other  Gas  Heating  Devices  and  Gas  Bags  connected  with 
power  devices. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  that  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  install  or  use 
in  a  building  within  the  corporate  limits,  and  con¬ 
nection  for  heating  of  any  building  or  device  by 
natural  or  artificial  gas,  with  what  is  known  as  rub¬ 
ber  tubing.  All  stoves  or  other  gas  devices  must  be 
connected  with  metal  pipes,  and  made  of  good  ma¬ 
terial,  and  free  from  any  defects,  and  must  be  vented 
to  the  outer  air,  through  a  pipe  used  for  no  other 
purpose,  or  into  a  flue  extending  above  the  roof. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  to  install  or  use  in  any  building  within  the

corporate  limits  any  rubber  gas  bag  in  connection 
with  any  power  device,  unless  the  same  be  enclosed 
in  a  substantial  gas-tight  metal  drum,  vented  to  the 
outer  air  through  a  pipe  used  for  no  other  purpose. 

Section  3.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any 
of  the  conditions  of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  con¬ 
viction,  be  fined  not  less  than  Five  (5)  Dollars,  nor 
more  than  Twenty-five  ($25.00)  Dollars  for  each  of¬ 
fense.  Each  and  every  day  of  such  violation  shall  be 
deemed  a  separate  offense. 

Section  4.  That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordi¬ 
nances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be  and  they  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  providing  for  protection  from  Electrical  Hazards 
by  regulation  of  the  installation  and  operation  of  all  devices 
and  equipment  for  the  generation,  transmission  and  utiliza¬ 
tion  of  Electrical  Current. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  that  the  National 
Electrical  Code  is  hereby  adopted  as  the  standard 
for  all  electrical  installations,  and  no  installation  of 
electrical  equipment  shall  be  made,  except  in  con- 
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formity  thereto,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
City  of  Vicksburg. 

Section  2.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  vio¬ 
lating  this  ordinance  shall  upon  conviction,  be  fined 
not  less  than  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  nor  more  than 
Twenty-five  ($25.00)  Dollars  for  each  offense,  each 
ten  days  of  maintenance  of  prohibited  conditions 
constituting  a  separate  offense. 

Section  3.  That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordi¬ 
nances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be  and  they  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  regulate  the  construction,  equipment,  alteration, 
repair  or  removal  of  buildings  or  structures  erected  or  to  be 

erected  in  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  Miss. 

* 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  that  no  building, 
wall,  structure  or  part  thereof,  shall  hereafter  be 
built,  repaired,  removed,  altered  or  enlarged,  except 
by  permit  from  the  City  Council,  and  in  conformity 
to  ordinances.  Anything  hereafter  erected  without 
permit  or  not  in  conformity  to  ordinances  shall  be  re¬ 
moved. 
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Section  2.  Each  building  permit  granted  by  the 
City  Council  shall  recite  the  first  section  of  this  ordi¬ 
nance. 

Section  3.  The  term  “  Standard ”  in  this  ordi¬ 
nance  shall  be  defined  to  mean  the  standard  adopted 
by  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters. 

Section  4.  All  walls  and  foundations  of  build¬ 
ings  or  structures  within  the  fire  limits  prescribed  by 
ordinance  shall  hereafter  be  built  of  brick,  stone  or 
solid  Portland  Cement  Concrete  as  hereinafter  pro¬ 
vided. 

No  independent  brick  wall  for  building  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  one  story  in  height  shall  be  less  than  Twelve 
(12)  inches  in  thickness;  if  building  exceeds  one 
story  in  height,  wall  of  top  story  to  be  not  less  than 
Twelve  (12)  inches  in  thickness,  increasing  Four  (4) 
inches  for  each  story  below. 

No  party  brick  wall  for  buildings  not  exceeding 
one  story  in  height  shall  be  less  than  Sixteen  (16) 
inches  in  thickness;  if  building  exceeds  one  story  in 
height  top  story  of  party  wall  to  be  not  less  than 
Sixteen  (16)  inches  in  thickness,  increasing  Four 
(4)  inches  for  each  two  story  below. 

Stone  walls  shall  in  all  cases  be  Four  (4)  inches 
thicker  than  the  Standards  prescribed  for  brick 
walls. 

There  shall  not  be  less  than  Four  (4)  inches  of 
solid  brick  work  between  flues  in  a  party  wall. 

Section  5.  All  exterior  and  party  walls  here¬ 
after  erected  within  the  fire  limits  shall  be  built  with 
parapet,  above  the  roof  or  any  structure  thereon,  to 
a  height  of  not  less  than  Eighteen  (18)  inches  on 
buildings  three  stories  or  less,  and  to  a  height  of  not 
less  than  Thirty-six  (36)  inches  on  buildings  over 
three  stories  high,  such  parapet  in  all  cases  not  to  be 
less  than  Twelve  (12)  inches  in  thickness. 
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All  such  parapets  shall  be  coped  with  tile,  stone 
or  cement. 

Section  6.  All  communicating  openings  in  di¬ 
vision  walls  between  two  buildings  shall  be  protected 

by  standard  double  automatic  fire  doors,  one  to  be 

«/ 

placed  on  each  side  of  the  wall. 

Section  7.  All  interior  division  walls  in  schools 
or  other  places  of  public  assemblage  shall  hereafter 
be  built  of  brick,  stone,  hollow  tile,  or  metal  lath  and 
plaster,  or  metal  studdings,  and  all  doors  shall  open 
outward. 

Section  8.  On  all  buildings  hereafter  erected 
within  the  fire  limits,  except  such  buildings  as  are 
occupied  solely  as  private  residences  (this  exception 
not  to  apply  to  apartments  or  flats  used  for  resi¬ 
dential  purposes)  the  exterior  cornices  shall  be  of 
some  fire-proof  material,  and  not  continuous  with 
cornices  of  any  adjoining  building. 

Section  9.  All  exterior  wall  openings,  except 
those  fronting  on  street  in  all  buildings  except  those 
described  in  the  exception  set  out  in  Section  8  above, 
shall  be  protected  by  standard  wired  glass  in  metal 
frames,  or  by  standard  fire  doors  or  shutters.  The 
occupant  or  occupants  having  use  or  control  of  same 
shall  see  that  they  are  closed  at  the  close  of  business 
each  day. 

Section  10.  Skylights  shall  hereafter  be  con¬ 
structed  of  ^-inch  wired  glass  set  in  standard  metal 
frames,  or  14-inch  plain  glass  in  metal  frames;  if 
protected  by  wire  netting  of  No.  12  Galvanized  wire 
of  one-inch  mesh,  set  not  less  than  Six  (6)  inches 
above  glass  in  iron  supports.  The  term  skylight 
shall  be  taken  to  mean  any  cover  placed  over  open¬ 
ings  in  or  on  roof  for  the  transmission  of  light. 
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Section  11.  All  openings  hereafter  made  in 
floors  for  the  transmission  of  light  to  floors  below 
shall  be  covered  with  floor  lights  constructed  of  wired 
glass  with  metal  frames  and  bars. 


Section  12.  In  any  building  which  may  be  here¬ 
after  erected  any  hoistway,  elevator,  or  stairway,  not 
enclosed  in  walls  constructed  of  brick  or  other  fire¬ 
proof  material  and  provided  with  standard  fire  doors, 
the  openings  thereof  through  and  upon  each  floor  of 
said  building  shall  be  protected  by  a  substantial  guard 
or  gate  and  with  standard  automatic  trap  doors  prop¬ 
erly  counterweighted,  covered  with  tin  on  the  under 
side  and  edges  so  constructed  as  to  form  a  substantial 
floor  surface  when  closed.  The  guards  or  gates  shall 
be  kept  closed  at  all  times  except  when  in  actual  use. 

Section  13.  All  chimneys  and  flues  hereafter 
constructed  throughout  the  City  of  Vicksburg  with 
flue  walls  less  than  Eight  (8)  inches  thick  shall  be 
lined  on  the  inside  with  well  burnt  clay  or  terra  cotta 
pipe. 

Section  14.  The  fire  backs  and  hearths  of  all 
fireplaces  shall  hereafter  be  either  of  solid  brick  or 
concrete,  not  less  than  Eight  (8)  inches  in  thickness 
for  fire  backs,  and  Six  (6)  inches  for  hearths,  or  of 
stone  not  less  than  Twelve  (12)  inches  in  thickness. 

Section  15.  All  chimneys  throughout  the  City 
of  Vicksburg  except  as  herein  provided,  shall  here¬ 
after  be  built  of  brick  from  the  ground  up.  Each 
flue  shall  be  enclosed  on  all  sides  by  not  less  than 
Eight  (8)  inches  of  solid  brick  work,  or  Four  (4) 
inches  of  solid  brick  work,  and  lined  the  entire  height 
of  the  flue  with  terra  cotta  or  clay  pipe,  except  that 
the  withes  (or  brickwork)  between  the  flues  on  the 
inside  of  the  chimney  may  be  Four  (4)  inches  in 
thickness.  All  ckinmevs  shall  extend  at  least  Two 
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(2)  feet  above  the  highest  point  of  a  shingle  roof. 
No  chimney  shall  be  corbeled  out  more  than  Eight 

v  O 

(8)  inches  from  the  wall,  and  the  corbeling  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  at  least  Five  (5)  courses  of  brick. 

Section  16.  All  sidewalk  openings  communicat¬ 
ing  into  a  basement  shall  be  kept  closed  with  some 
non-combustible  covering  when  not  in  use. 

Section  17.  Stove  flues  throughout  the  City  of 
Vicksburg  shall  be  constructed  of  hard  burned  brick, 
laid  flat  in  cement  mortar,  and  shall  be  not  less  than 
Sixteen  (16)  inches  square  the  full  height  (from 
base  to  top)  lined  with  burned  clay  or  terra  cotta 
pipe.  Where  practicable  all  stove  flues  must  be  built 
from  the  ground  up,  otherwise  the  flue  must  be  hung 
on  iron  stirrups  of  new  iron,  of  not  less  than  one- 
fourth  of  an  inch  bv  one  and  three-fourths  inches, 
bent  to  drop  not  less  than  Two  (2)  inches  below  the 
bottom  of  ceiling.  The  joists  and  timbers  support¬ 
ing  the  flue  to  be  doubled  or  reinforced,  so  as  to  carry 
the  weight  of  the  flue  without  deflection.  No  flue 
to  be  less  than  three  feet  above  flat  roof  and  two  feet 
above  ridge  of  peak  roof. 

All  existing  flues  in  buildings  throughout  the 
city,  constructed  of  terra  cotta,  tile,  cement,  metal 
(including  cold  air  and  (or)  ventilated  flues)  and 
also  flues  constructed  of  brick  of  one  brick  thickness, 
set  on  edge,  whether  suspended  from  ceiling  or  built 
on  top  of  ceiling  joists,  or  set  on  brackets  projecting 
from  side  of  wall  and  extending  upward  on  outside 
of  building,  or  flues  of  any  character  or  description 
disintegrating  from  ,age  or  improper  materials  used 
in  their  construction  are  a  menace  and  dangerous, 
and  they  are  hereby  so  declared,  and  the  owners 
thereof  are  hereby  required  to  remove  them  from  the 
premises,  and  build  in  their  place,  where  flues  are 
required,  standard  flues,  as  set  forth  and  described 
in  this  ordinance. 
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Section  18.  All  wood  beams  or  joists  shall  be 
trimmed  away  from  all  flues  and  chimneys,  whether 
the  same  be  for  smoke,  air,  or  any  other  flue  or  chim¬ 
ney.  No  trimmer  beam  shall  be  less  than  Two  (2) 
inches  from  the  outside  of  a  chimney  breast,  and 
the  header  beam  shall  not  be  less  than  Two  (2) 
inches  from  the  outside  face  of  the  brick  or  stone 
work  of  the  same.  The  header  beam,  carrying  the 
tail  beams  of  a  floor,  and  supporting  the  trimmer 
arch  in  a  front  of  a  fire  place  shall  not  be  less  than 
Twenty  (20)  inches  from  the  chimney  breast. 

Section  19.  Temporary  one  story  frame  build¬ 
ings  may  be  erected  for  the  use  of  builders  within  the 
limits  of  lots  whereon  buildings  are  in  course  of  con¬ 
struction,  or  on  adjoining  vacant  lots,  upon  permits 
issued  by  the  City  Council.  No  such  building  shall 
be  allowed  to  remain  for  more  than  ninety  days,  nor 
to  exceed  1,000  square  feet,  except  on  further  permit 
from  the  City  Council. 

Section  20.  Frame  sheds  not  over  ten  feet  high, 
open  at  least  on  one  side,  with  sides  and  roof  covered 
with  non-combustible  materials,  may  be  built  within 
the  fire  limits,  but  a  fence  shall  not  be  used  as  a  side 
or  back  thereof.  Such  sheds  shall  not  cover  an  area 
exceeding  500  square  feet,  and  shall  be  located  not 
less  than  Thirty  (30)  feet  from  any  other  building. 

Section  21.  Frame  outhouses  not  exceeding  100 
square  feet  area  and  Ten  (10)  feet  in  height  and  with 
non-combustible  roof  located  Thirty  (30)  feet  from 
any  other  building,  may  be  constructed  in  said  fire 
limits. 

Section  22.  No  shingle  or  unapproved  composi¬ 
tion  roof,  wooden  awning,  wooden  cornice,  covered 
with  metal,  or  other  addition  or  attachment  of  com¬ 
bustible  material,  except  rear  platforms  on  ground 
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floor,  without  roof  or  sides,  shall  be  placed  upon  any 
building  within  said  fire  limits. 

Section  23.  All  flue  holes  when  not  in  use  shall 
be  closed  with  tight  fitting  metal  covers. 

Section  24.  The  owner  or  owners  of  any  build¬ 
ing,  structure,  or  part  thereof,  or  any  of  the  several 
features  governed  by  this  ordinance,  and  any  archi¬ 
tect,  contractor  or  builder  who  assists  in  the  com¬ 
mission  of  any  act  wherein  a  violation  of  this  ordi¬ 
nance  exists  shall  for  each  and  every  such  violation 
and  non-compliance,  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
$5.00  nor  more  than  $25.00,  and  each  ten  days  of 
maintenance  of  prohibited  conditions  shall  constitute 
a  separate  offense. 

The  application  of  the  above  penalty  shall  be 
held  to  prevent  the  enforced  removal  of  prohibited 
conditions,  as  provided  for  under  Section  One  (1) 
of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  25.  All  Ordinances  or  parts  of  Ordi¬ 
nances  in  conflict  with  this  Ordinance  are  hereby  re¬ 
pealed. 

Section  26.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

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AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  FIRE 

ESCAPES. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  that  from  and 
after  the  approval  of  this  Ordinance,  all  buildings 
except  private  residences,  already  erected  or  that 
mav  hereafter  be  erected,  of  three  or  more  stories  in 
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height,  shall  be  provided  with  good  and  sufficient 
iron  or  steel  fire  escapes. 

Section  2.  Notice  in  writing  shall  be  served  by 
the  Chief  of  Fire  Department  upon  the  owner  or 
owners  of  such  building  or  buildings  by  leaving  at 
their  place  of  business  or  residence  a  notice  specify¬ 
ing  the  number,  kind,  location  and  construction  of 
fire  escapes  required  under  this  ordinance  and  di¬ 
recting  that  the  work  shall  be  done  not  later  than 
sixty  days  from  the  filing  of  this  notice. 

Section  3.  The  owner  or  owners  of  any  building 
upon  which  a  fire  escape  is  erected,  shall  keep  the 
same  in  good  repair,  and  properly  painted. 

Section  4.  If  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  build¬ 
ing  or  buildings,  fail  to  take1  steps  looking  to  the 
compliance  with  the  specifications  of  said  notice,  then 
the  city  may  perform  said  work  at  its  own  expense, 
for  which  a  lien  is  declared  to  exist  on  said  building 
and  grounds,  and  which  may  be  recorded  in  the 
Clerk’s  office,  of  the  Chancery  Court  after  the  lien 
of  mechanics  and  material  men,  either  by  said  citv 
or  the  firm  furnishing  the  labor  and  materials  in  do¬ 
ing  the  work. 

Section  5.  Any  owner,  owners,  agent,  or  lessee  of 
any  building  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  Sections,  or  failing  to  comply  with  the 
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terms  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00  or 
more  than  Twenty-five  Dollars  ($25.00),  for  each 
and  every  day  the  building  may  be  unfurnished  with 
such  fire  escapes  or  proper  means  of  egress  after 
the  expiration  of  the  sbdy  days’  notice  required. 

Section  6.  That  all  Ordinances  or  parts  of  Ordi¬ 
nances  in  conflict  with  this  Ordinance  be  and  they  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  7.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

Section  2.  Any  person  or  persons  found  guilty

five  Dollars  ($25.00)  for  each  offense. 

Section  3.  That  all  ordinances  or  parts  or  ordi¬ 
nances,  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  Prohibit  the  Erection  or  Use  of  Tile,  Terra  Cotta, 
Cement,  Brick,  Brick- on- edge  or  Metal  Flue. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  that  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  erect  or  use  in 
or  on  any  building  within  the  corporate  limits  any 
tile,  terra  cotta,  hollow  cement  block,  brick-on-edge 
or  metal  chimney. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  erect  or  main¬ 
tain  or  have  in  use  any  chimney,  smoke  stack  or 
other  structure  for  the  escape  of  smoke,  heat  or  gases 
in  such  condition  as  to  endanger  property. 

Section  3.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any 
of  the  conditions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  upon  con¬ 
viction  be  fined  not  less  than  Five  ($5.00)  Dollars, 
nor  more  than  Twenty-five  ($25.00)  Dollars  for  each 
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offense.  Each  and  every  day  of  such  violation  shall 
constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Fire  Department  or  other  duly  authorized  person 
to  make  a  systematic  inspection  at  least  once  every 
three  months  and  make  a  report  to  the  City  Council 
of  any  violation  of  any  of  the  terms  of  this  ordi¬ 
nance. 

Section  5.  That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordi¬ 
nances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be  and  they  are 
hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  Regulating  tlie  Equipment,  Use  and  Maintenance 
of  Heating  Apparatus  and  Appliances. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  that  all  hori¬ 
zontal  boilers  shall  be  encased  on  sides  and  top  in 
brick  setting,  and  shall  not  be  supported  on  beams  or 
floor  construction  made  of  wood  or  other  combusti¬ 
ble  material. 

Section  2.  Vertical  boilers  may  be  supported 
by  beams  or  floor  construction  of  wood  or  other  com- 
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bustible  material,  but  in  such  case  the  floor  shall  be 
protected  by  a  covering  of  brick  laid  in  cement  mor¬ 
tar,  or  of  concrete  not  less  than  four  (4)  inches  in 
thickness.  Such  covering  shall  be  constructed  upon 
a  continuous  sheet  metal  plate  not  less  than  Vie  of  an 
inch  thick,  having  all  joints  substantially  riveted 
and  the  edges  turned  up  four  (4)  inches  on  all  sides. 
This  floor  covering  shall  extend  under  the  whole  of 
the  fire  box  and  ash  pit  of  the  boiler  and  outwardly 
not  less  than  two  (2)  feet  on  each  side 

Section  3.  All  smokestacks  or  pipes  shall  have 
a  clearance  from  any  combustible  material  ht  all 
points  at  not  less  than  one-half  (%)  of  the  diameter 
of  the  stack,  but  never  less  than  eight  (8)  inches  and 
where  passing  through  the  roof  be  guarded  by  a  gal¬ 
vanized  iron  ventilating  thimble  extending  from  un¬ 
der  side  of  the  ceiling  or  roof  beams  to  at  least  six 
(6)  inches  below  the  roof.  No  smoke  stack  or  pipe 
shall  pass  through  any  combustible  floor  or  partition. 

Section  4.  Heating  furnaces,  bakery  ovens,  cof¬ 
fee  roasters,  fire  heated  candy  kettles  or  other  simi¬ 
lar  appliances  in  which  fires  are  maintained,  when 
supported  by  beams  or  other  floor  construction  made 
of  wood  or  other  combustible  material,  shall  rest  on 
a  floor  covering  as  herein  provided  for  vertical 
boilers. 

Section  5.  No  combustible  wall  or  partition 
wall  shall  be  within  four  (4)  feet  of  the  sides  or  back 
or  six  (6)  feet  from  the  front  of  any  boiler;  unless 
said  wall  or  partition  shall  be  covered  with  metal  to 
a  height  of  at  least  four  (4)  feet  above  the  floor,  and 
this  covering  shall  extend  from  the  end  or  back  of  the 
boiler  to  at  least  five  (5)  feet  in  front  of  it,  then 
the  distance  shall  not  be  less  than  two  (2)  feet  from 
the  sides  and  five  (5)  feet  from  the  front  of  the 
boiler. 
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Section  6.  All  woodwork  within  twenty-four 
(24)  inches  of  any  furnace  or  other  heating  apparatus 
shall  be  protected  by  metal  shield  with  one-half 
(Y2)  inch  air  space  between  woodwork  and  shield. 
No  furnace,  boiler,  range  or  other  heating  device 
shall  be  placed  against  a  furred  wall. 

Section  7.  All  woodwork  within  three  (3) 
inches  of  a  register  box  shall  be  covered  with  asbestos 
not  less  than  one-eighth  (%)  inch  in  thickness,  and 
sheet  tin  extending  three  (3)  inches  on  all  sides  be¬ 
yond.  All  heat  registers  openings  in  floors  in  build¬ 
ings  other  than  dwellings  shall  not  have  valves  or 
shutters,  but  register  face  only. 

Section  8.  All  horizontal  hot  air  pipes  leading 
from  furnaces  shall  not  be  less  than  six  (6)  inches 
from  any  woodwork  and  shall  be  covered  with  one- 
eighth  (ys)  inch  thick  asbestos,  and  shall  have  regu¬ 
lating  damper,  at  a  point  not  more  than  two  (2) 
feet  from  furnace. 

Section  9.  No  hot  air  pipe  shall  be  placed  in  a 
combustible  wall  or  partition,  or  wooden  enclosure, 
unless  it  be  at  least  eight  (8)  feet  distant  in  a  hori¬ 
zontal  direction  from  the  furnace  and  be  placed  in¬ 
side  another  pipe  with  at  least  one  (1)  inch  air  space 
between,  or  completely  covered  with  asbestos  one- 
eighth  (Yg)  inch  in  thickness.  All  double  pipes  re¬ 
ferred  to  above,  shall  be  so  braced  or  supported,  as 
to  retain  their  relative  position  one  within  the  other, 
and  maintain  the  proper  air  space  between  them. 

Section  10.  The  cold  air  boxes  of  all  hot  air 
furnaces,  shall  be  made  of  brick,  metal  or  other  in¬ 
combustible  material. 

Section  11.  All  steam  and  hot  air  pipes,  shall 
be  placed  not  less  than  one  (1)  inch  from  any  wood¬ 
work  or  any  other  combustible  material,  and  when 
passing  through  floors  and  partitions,  shall  be  pro¬ 
tected  by  metal  shield  to  prevent  vibration. 
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Section  12.  All  floors,  walls,  ceilings,  doors  and 
partitions  enclosing  drying  rooms  where  the  tem¬ 
perature  equals  or  exceeds  125  degrees  shall  be  made 
of  fire-proof  material.  If  temperature  in  drying 
room  is  under  125  degrees,  interior  shall  be  lined 
with  one-eighth  (!/§)  inch  asbestos  covered  with 
metal. 

Section  13.  For  removing  cooking  fumes,  all 
hotel  and  restaurant  ranges  shall  be  provided 
with  metal  hood,  placed  at  least  nine  (9)  inches 
below  any  lath  and  plaster  or  wood  ceiling,  having 
an  individual  pipe  outlet  connected  with  a  good  brick 
flue.  All  such  ranges  shall  be  set  on  foundation  con¬ 
sisting  of  not  less  than  two  (2)  courses  of  brick 
laid  in  mortar  or  galvanized  sheet  iron. 

Section  14.  All  stoves  set  on  combustible  floors 
shall  be  properly  supported  on  five  (5)  inch  iron 
legs  and  have  sheet  iron  underneath  which  shall  ex¬ 
tend  outwardly  not  less  than  eighteen  (18)  inches 
on  all  sides. 

Section  15.  All  gas,  gasoline  or  oil  burning 
stoves  and  heaters  shall  be  placed  on  iron  stands  at 
least  five  (5)  inches  clear  above  combustible  ma¬ 
terial  on  which  they  rest,  unless  the  burners  are  at 
least  six  inches  above  the  base  of  the  stoves  and 
metal  guard  plates  four  (4)  inches  below  the 
burners. 

Section  16.  No  charcoal  or  electric  iron,  solder¬ 
ing  pot,  glue  pot,  blow  torch  or  other  apparatus  in 
which  heat  is  generated  or  utilized,  shall  be  placed  in 
contact  with  any  combustible  substance,  but  must 
rest  on  some  non-combustible  stand,  with  a  clearance 
of  at  least  five  (5)  inches  from  any  combustible 
substance. 

Section  17.  All  receptacles  for  ashes  shall  be 
galvanized  iron,  brick  or  other  incombustible  ma- 
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terial,  and  on  legs  so  that  the  bottom  of  such  recep¬ 
tacle  shall  be  at  least  five  (5)  inches  clear  of  the 
floor. 

Section  18.  Heating  or  lighting  devices  with 
open  flame  shall  not  be  used  in  rooms  where  wood¬ 
working,  painting,  finishing  or  upholstering  or  light 
inflammable  material,  gasoline  or  other  volatiles  are 
kept  or  handled. 

Section  19.  Vent  flues,  or  ducts,  for  the  removal 
of  foul  or  vitiated  air  in  which  the  temperature  of 
the  air  cannot  exceed  that  of  the  rooms,  shall  be  con¬ 
structed  of  iron,  or  other  incombustible  material  and 
shall  not  be  placed  nearer  than  one  (1)  inch  to  any 
woodwork,  and  no  such  pipe  shall  be  used  for  any 
other  purpose. 

Section  20.  Any  person  or  persons  found  guilty 
of  violating  any  condition  of  this  ordinance  shall, 
upon  conviction,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
Five  ($5.00)  Dollars,  nor  more  than  Twenty-five 
($25.00)  Dollars,  for  each  offense,  and  each  ten  days 
of  prohibited  conditions  shall  constitute  a  separate 
offense. 

Section  21.  That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordi¬ 
nances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be  and  they  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  22.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

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AN  ORDINANCE  amending  the  Ordinance  approved  February  2nd., 
1909,  entitled  “An  Ordinance  to  prohibit  the  Sale,  or  Barter, 
or  Giving  Away  to  induce  trade,  of  any  vinous,  alcoholic,  malt, 
intoxicating  or  spirituous  liquors,  or  intoxicating  bitters,  other 
drinks,  which  if  drunk  to  excess,  will  produce  intoxication,  in 
the  City  of  Vicksburg,  and  for  other  purposes.” 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  that  the  ordi¬ 
nance  approved  February  2nd.,  1909,  in  relation  to 
the  unlawful  sale,  etc.,  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the 
City  of  Vicksburg,  and  for  other  purposes,  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  That  if  any  per¬ 
son,  firm,  corporation  or  association,  shall  within  the 
City  of  Vicksburg,  sell  or  barter,  or  give  away  to  in¬ 
duce  trade,  or  keep  for  sale  or  barter,  or  to  give  away 
to  induce  trade  any  vinous,  alcoholic,  malt,  intoxi¬ 
cating  or  spirituous  liquors  or  intoxicating  bitters, 
or  other  drinks,  which  if  drunk  to  excess,  will  pro¬ 
duce  intoxication,  such  person,  and  all  others  who 
may  have  owned  or  had  any  interest  at  the  time,  in 
the  liquors,  bitters  or  drinks,  so  sold  or  bartered,  or 
given  away  to  induce  trade,  or  kept  for  sale  or  barter, 
or  to  be  given  away  to  induce  trade  contrary  to  law, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  anv 

•/ 

person  in  the  City  of  Vicksburg  to  have  in  his  pos¬ 
session  any  intoxicating  liquors  with  the  intention, 
or  for  the  purpose  of  selling  the  same  or  giving  it 
away  in  violation  of  law. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  anv 
person,  to  act  as  agent,  or  assistant  of  either  the  sel¬ 
ler,  or  purchaser,  in  effecting  the  sale  of  any  liquors, 
bitters  or  drinks,  the  sale  of  which  is  unlawful  under 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  solicit  orders  for  the  sale  or  sell  any  liquors, 
bitters  or  drinks,  the  sale  of  which  is  unlawful  under 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  whether  such 
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liquors,  bitters  or  drinks,  are  to  be  delivered  within 
or  without  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  contemplating  or 
permitting  that  the  said  liquors,  bitters  or  drinks, 
shall  be  transported  into  the  City  of  Vicksburg. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  carry  to  any  place  of  amusement  or  social  enter¬ 
tainment,  or  to  any  public  assemblage  in  the  City  of 
Vicksburg,  intoxicating  liquors  of  any  kind,  or  to 
sell  or  give  away  such  liquors  at  any  such  place ;  but 
this  shall  not  prevent  the  use  of  liquors  in  the  dispen¬ 
sation  of  hospitality  at  one’s  house. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  intoxi¬ 
cating  liquors  within  the  meaning  of  this  ordinance 
to  be  kept  in  any  locker  or  other  place  in  any  social 
club  or  organization,  whether  the  same  be  operated 
under  a  charter,  or  otherwise,  for  use  therein,  and 
all  persons,  firms,  or  corporations  carrying  such 
liquors  to  such  clubs  or  lockers  for  use  therein,  or 
keeping  the  same  for  such  use,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
violation  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  7.  The  fact  that  any  person  has  in  his 
possession,  or  has  posted  in  or  about  his  place  of 
business,  a  receipt,  license,  or  stamp  showing  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  special  tax  levied  under  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  upon  the  business  of  selling  such 
liquors,  or  shall  have  paid  such  special  tax  for  the 
sale  of  such  liquors  in  this  State,  or  shall  be  found  in 
possession  of  appliances  adapted  to  retailing  such 
liquors,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  that  the  per¬ 
son  owing  or  controlling  such  receipt  license,  stamp 
or  appliances,  or  having  paid  such  special  tax,  is  en¬ 
gaged  in  keejoing  for  sale,  or  barter,  or  to  be  given 
away  to  induce  trade,  or  in  bartering  or  giving  away 
to  induce  trade,  intoxicating  liquors  contrary  to  law 
and  this  ordinance. 

Section  8.  Uo  person  shall  be  excused  from 
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testifying  in  any  prosecution,  for  violating  this  ordi¬ 
nance,  but  no  disclosure  or  discovery  made  by  such 
person  shall  be  used  against  him  in  any  official  or 
criminal  prosecution  for  and  on  account  of  the  mat¬ 
ters  disclosed. 

Section  9.  There  shall  be  no  property  in  any  in¬ 
toxicating  liquors  kept  or  offered  for  sale,  or  to  be 
given  away  in  violation  of  this  ordinance,  or  in  any 
of  the  vessels  or  appliances  used  in  connection  there¬ 
with. 

Section  10.  Upon  the  affidavit  of  any  credible 
person  that  he  has  reason  to  believe,  and  does  believe, 
that  any  intoxicating  liquors,  as  described  in  this  or¬ 
dinance,  are  being  kept  or  offered  for  sale  or  barter, 
or  sold  or  bartered,  or  that  they  are  being  kept  to  be 
given  away,  or  are  being  given  away  to  induce  trade, 
in  any  room  or  building  designated  in  the  affidavit, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Police  Justice  of  the  City 
to  issue  a  search  warrant,  directed  to  the  City  Mar¬ 
shal  or  anv  member  of  the  Police  Force  of  the  City, 
commanding  him  to  enter  the  room  or  building  des¬ 
ignated,  by  breaking,  if  necessary,  and  search  for 
and  seize  such  liquors  and  all  vessels  and  appliances 
used  in  connection  therewith,  and  hold  the  same  until 
disposed  of  according  to  law.  The  writ  shall  be  re¬ 
turnable  at  a  time  to  be  stated  therein,  not  earlier 
than  five  days,  and  a  copy  of  the  writ  shall  be  served 
on  the  owner  or  claimant  person  in  possession  of 
such  liquors.  And  if  the  officer  serving  said  writ 
shall  find  such  liquors  are  being  so  sold  or  kept,  as 
designated  in  this  section,  in  connection  with  any 
other  business  or  as  a  part  thereof,  or  in  the  same 
room,  he  shall  close  up  such  other  business  and  keep 
the  same  so  closed  until  it  has  been  entirely  freed, 
and  purged  from  the  handling  of  such  liquors  in  con¬ 
nection  therewith,  or  as  a  part  thereof. 

Section  11.  That  any  person  violating  any  of 
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the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  not 
more  than  One  Hundred  Dollars,  or  be  imprisoned 
not  more  than  one  month,  or  both. 

Section  12.  That  any  offense  committed,  or  a 
penalty,  or  forfeiture,  incurred  previous  to  the  time 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect,  or  any  prosecution 
for  any  offense,  or  for  the  recovery  of  any  penalty 
or  forfeiture  pending  at  the  time  when  this  ordinance 
shall  take  effect,  shall  not  be  effected  by  its  adoption, 
but  all  such  offenses,  penalties  and  forfeitures  shall 
remain  subject  to  the  laws  in  force  before  this  ordi¬ 
nance  shall  take  effect. 

Section  13.  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  ef¬ 
fect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  prescribing  the  Terms  and  Conditions  Upon  Which 
Any  Person  May  Use  or  Occupy  any  Street,  Alley  or  other 
Public  Place  in  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  Mississippi,  with  any 
Automobile  or  Other  Vehicle  whatever  for  the  Carriage  of 
Persons  for  Hire,  and  Operating  for  the  Purpose  of  Afford¬ 
ing  a  Means  of  Local  Street  Transportation  Similar  to  that 
ordinarily  afforded  by  Street  Railways  by  indiscriminately 
accepting  and  discharging  such  white  or  colored  persons  or 
both  as  may  offer  themselves  for  transportation  along  the  way 
or  course  on  which  it  is  used  or  operated  or  may  be  running, 
and  regulating  the  running  and  operation  of  such  Automobiles 
or  other  Vehicles. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of 
the  City  of  Vicksburg  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person, 
firm,  association  or  persons  or  corporation,  either  as 
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principal,  agent  or  employee,  to  use  or  occupy  any 
street,  alley  or  other  public  place  within  the  corpor¬ 
ate  limits  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  Mississippi,  with 
any  automobile  or  vehicle  whatever  for  the  carriage 
of  persons  for  hire,  and  operating  for  the  purpose  of 
affording  a  means  of  local  street  transportation  simi¬ 
lar  to  that  ordinarily  afforded  by  street  railways,  by 
indiscriminately  accepting  and  discharging  such 
white  or  colored  persons,  or  both,  as  may  offer  them¬ 
selves  for  transportation  along  the  way  or  course  on 
which  it  is  used  or  operated  or  may  be  running,  with¬ 
out  first  obtaining  a  license  from  the  Mayor  and  Ald¬ 
ermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg. 

Section  2.  Any  person,  firm,  association  of  per¬ 
sons  or  corporation  shall,  before  receiving  a  license 
for  carrying  on  the  business  defined  by  this  ordi¬ 
nance,  file  with  the  City  Clerk  a  map  of  its  desig¬ 
nated  route,  showing  the  streets,  alleys  and  public 
places  upon  which  it  is  intended  to  operate,  together 
with  the  operating  schedule  or  headway  to  be  main¬ 
tained,  the  number  of  cars  or  vehicles  to  be  operated, 
with  the  tariff  of  fares  to  be  charged  for  such  ser¬ 
vice.  Before  granting  a  license  the  Mayor  and  Ald¬ 
ermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  shall  approve  or 
modify,  and  approve  as  modified,  any  such  route, 
operating  schedule  or  headway,  and  tariff  of  fares; 
and  the  acceptance  of  such  license  shall  be  deemed 
an  agreement  by  any  such  person,  firm,  association 
of  persons  or  corporation  to  operate  its  cars  over  the 
route  upon  the  schedule  or  headway,  and  for  the 
fares ;  and  for  failure  so  to  do,  the  license  which  may 
be  in  force,  shall  be  subject  to  revocation. 

Section  3.  Every  such  person,  firm,  association 
of  persons  or  corporation  shall  pay  to  the  City  Clerk 
of  said  city  the  sum  of  $25.00  per  annum  in  advance 
as  a  license  for  any  automobile  or  vehicle  carrying 
not  to  exceed  five  passengers;  from  five  to  ten  pas¬ 
sengers,  the  sum  of  $50.00;  and  from  ten  to  twenty 
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passengers  the  sum  of  $75.00;  before  it  shall  be  law¬ 
ful  for  any  such  automobile  or  vehicle  to  engage  in 
the  business  herein  defined. 

Section  4.  Every  such  person,  firm,  association 
of  persons  or  corporation,  with  their  application  for 
license,  as  provided  in  this  ordinance,  shall  file  with 
the  City  Clerk  an  indemnity  bond  or  policy  of  insur¬ 
ance  in  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  the  operation  of  each 
automobile  or  vehicle,  payable  to  and  to  be  approved 
by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicks¬ 
burg,  and  conditioned  as  follows:  (a)  That  the  ap¬ 
plicant  shall  hold  the  City  harmless  of  and  from  all 
liability  resulting  from  any  of  the  acts  of  the  said 
party  or  his  or  its  agents,  servants  or  employees. 
(6)  That  the  applicant  will  pay  and  render  to  the 
city  all  sums  due  to  said  city  for  any  license,  tax  or 
other  liability,  including  all  fines  or  forfeitures 
against  the  said  applicant  by  the  final  judgment  of 
any  court.  ( c )  That  the  applicant  will  satisfy  and 
discharge  all  final  judgments  or  decrees  had  or  re¬ 
covered  against  the  said  applicant  or  any  of  his,  their 
or  its  employees  for  and  on  account  of  any  injury  to 
persons  or  property  caused  by  the  negligence  or  will¬ 
ful  misconduct  on  The  part  of  said  applicant,  his, 
their  or  its  servants  or  employees,  and  said  bond  or 
insurance  policy  shall  be  kept  and  maintained  as 
originally  given  during  the  whole  time  of  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  said  vehicle,  and  unless  and  until  said  license 
fee  shall  be  paid,  said  bond  or  policy  shall  be  given 
and  maintained,  and  said  license  obtained,  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  such  automobile  or  vehicle  to  be 
operated  as  aforesaid. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person, 
firm,  association  of  persons  or  corporation,  to  allow, 
permit  or  cause  any  automobile  or  other  vehicle  used 
in  the  business  herein  defined  to  be  operated  by  any 
person  other  than  one  over  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
and  skilled  in  the  art  of  driving  automobiles  or  other 
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such  vehicles,  and  if  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the 
City  of  Vicksburg  find  any  such  operator  unqualified 
they  shall  have  the  power  to  cancel  and  annul  the 
license  under  which  the  automobile  or  other  vehicle 
is  being  operated. 

Section  6.  All  automobiles  or  other  vehicles 
operating  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  have  displayed  thereon  in  a  conspicuous  man¬ 
ner  (1)  the  name  of  the  party  operating  or  owning 
such  automobile  or  vehicle;  (2)  its  license  number; 
(3)  its  route  and  destination  signs,  all  of  which  shall 
be  properly  displayed  upon  such  vehicle  so  operated. 
And  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  operate  any  such  vehicles 
while  any  person  is  standing  or  sitting  on  the  run¬ 
ning  board,  fender,  or  door  thereof,  or  while  any  per¬ 
son  is  riding  on  the  same  outside  of  the  body  thereof ; 
and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  stand  or 
sit  upon  any  fender,  running  board  or  door  of  any 
such  vehicle,  or  to  occupy  such  position  outside  the 
body  of  the  same  while  it  is  in  motion. 

Section  7.  Every  person,  firm,  association  of 
persons  or  corporation,  operating  such  automobiles 
or  other  vehicles  shall  make  their  stops,  discharge 
and  take  on  passengers  on  the  near  side  of  the  street 
intersections,  leaving  the  cross  walks  open,  and  shall 
pull  up  to  the  curb  to  make  all  such  stops ;  such  ve¬ 
hicle  shall  not  receive  or  discharge  passengers  while 
in  motion,  nor  shall  they  be  allowed  to  stand  a  longer 
time  than  reasonably  necessary  to  take  on  and  dis¬ 
charge  passengers,  and  not  more  than  two  minutes  at 
any  one  point. 

Section  8.  All  applications  for  license  required 

in  the  business  defined  by  this  ordinance  shall  be 

made  to  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and  no  license 

«/ 

shall  be  granted  unless  in  the  opinion  of  said  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  the  applicant  shall  meet  all  require¬ 
ments  of  this  ordinance,  and  it  shall  be  deemed  and 
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considered  a  part  of  such  license  that  the  said  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  reserves  the  right  to  suspend,  cancel 
or  revoke  the  same  for  any  infraction  of  the  terms 
of  this  ordinance,  or  of  the  traffic  ordinance  of  said 
city,  or  when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  Mayor  and 
Aldermen,  it  shall  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  pub¬ 
lic  that  such  license  be  suspended,  cancelled  or  re¬ 
voked. 

Section  9.  Specific  enumeration  of  the  regula¬ 
tions  herein  shall  in  no  manner  relieve  persons  oper¬ 
ating  such  passenger  traffic  vehicles  as  are  herein 
mentioned  from  complying  with  the  general  regula¬ 
tions  of  automobiles  or  other  vehicles,  as  the  same 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  in  other  ordi¬ 
nances  regulating  the  same,  and,  otherwise  than 
herein  provided,  all  such  passenger-carrying  vehicles 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  and  restric¬ 
tions  as  are  by  various  ordinances  provided  relative 
to  automobile  or  other  vehicles  in  general. 

Section  10,  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  there¬ 
of  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  $100.00 
or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  And  every  day’s 
violation  of  this  ordinance  by  any  one  such  automo¬ 
bile  or  other  vehicle  shall  constitute  a  separate  and 
distinct  offense. 

Section  11.  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

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AN  ORDINANCE  to  Enlarge  the  Boundaries  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg 
by  Adding  Thereto  Certain  Adjacent  Unincorporated  Terri¬ 
tory  not  now  a  part  Thereof,  to  Define  the  Boundaries  to 
such  Added  or  Included  Territory,  and  also  to  Define  the  En¬ 
tire  Boundaries  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  as  thus  Changed. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg  that  the  boun¬ 
daries  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  Mississippi,  be  en¬ 
larged  by  adding  thereto  or  including  therein  the  fol¬ 
lowing  unincorporated  territory  not  now  a  part 
thereof,  to-wit : 

Commencing  at  the  Southwest  corner  of  Block 
Thirty-three  (33)  of  the  Wharf  and  Land  Com¬ 
pany’s  Survey  as  laid  down  on  Marshall  &  Coppee’s 
map  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  and  running  thence  in 
an  Easterly  direction  to  the  Southeast  corner  of 
Block  Thirty-one  (31)  of  said  Wharf  and  Land 
Company’s  Survey,  being  a  point  on  the  West  side 
of  the  Warrenton  Road  or  Washington  Street  ex¬ 
tended;  thence  in  a  Southerly  direction  along  the 
West  side  of  said  Warrenton  Road  to  a  point  where 
the  South  boundary  line  of  the  Hatchet  Survey  ex¬ 
tended  would  intersect  said  road ;  thence  in  an  East¬ 
erly  direction  along  the  said  Southern  boundary  line 
of  the  said  Hatchet  Survey  to  a  point,  if  the  same 
were  extended,  where  said  line  would  intersect 
Stout’s  Bayou,  and  thence  in  a  Northeasterly  direc¬ 
tion  along  said  Bayou  with  its  meander ings  to  a 
point  where  it  intersects  the  South  line  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Park  Addition.  That  all  the  territory  in¬ 
cluded  within  the  boundary  lines  herein  described 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  made  a  part  of  the  said 
City  of  Vicksburg. 

Section  2.  That  the  entire  boundaries  of  the 
City  of  Vicksburg  as  thus  changed  shall  be  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  center  of  Glass 
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Bayou,  as  defined  on  Searles’  map  of  the  City  of 
Vicksburg,  and  running  thence  West  to  the  middle 
of  the  former  channel  of  the  Mississippi  River; 
thence  Southerly  down  the  middle  of  said  channel  to 
a  point  Five  Hundred  (500)  yards  due  West  from 
the  Southwest  corner  of  Square  or  Block  Thirty- 
three  (33)  of  the  Wharf  and  Land  Company’s  Sur¬ 
vey,  as  laid  down  on  Marshall  &  Coppee’s  map  of 
the  City  of  Vicksburg;  thence  in  an  Easterly  direc¬ 
tion  to  the  Southwest  corner  of  said  Block  Thirty- 
three  (33)  of  said  Wharf  and  Land  Company’s  Sur¬ 
vey  ;  thence  in  an  Easterly  direction  to  the  Southwest 
corner  of  said  Block  Thirty-one  (31)  of  the  said 
Wharf  and  Land  Company’s  Survey,  being  a  point  on 
the  West  side  of  Warrenton  Road  or  Washington 
Street  extended;  thence  in  a  Southerly  direction 
along  the  West  side  of  said  Warrenton  Road  to  a 
point  where  the  Southern  boundary  line  of  the 
Hatchet  Survey  if  extended  would  intersect  said 
Road ;  thence  in  an  Easterly  direction  along  the  said 
Southern  boundary  line  of  the  said  Hatchet  Survey 
to  a  point,  if  the  same  were  extended,  where  said  line 
would  intersect  Stout’s  Bayou;  thence  in  a  Northeas¬ 
terly  direction  along  said  bayou  with  its  meanderings 
to  where  it  intersects  the  South  line  of  the'  National 
Park  Addition ;  thence  Easterly  along  said  National 
Park  Addition  to  where  it  intersects  the  Northern 
boundary  line  of  that  part  of  the  land  owned  by  the 
United  States  Government  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  Vicksburg  National  Military  Park,  known  as  the 
Northern  boundary  line  of  Confederate  Avenue  or 
the  boundary  line  of  said  Avenue  nearest  to  the 
City  of  Vicksburg;  thence  Easterly,  Northerly  and 
Westerly  along  said  boundary  line  of  Confederate 
Avenue  with  the  meanderings  thereof  where  it  in¬ 
tersects  the  South  line  of  what  is  known  as  Jackson 
Road;  thence  Westerly  along  said  South  line  of  the 
said  Jackson  Road  to  where  it  intersects  the  West 
line  extended  of  what  is  known  as  the  old  City  Cem- 
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etery  Road,  leading  from  Jackson  Road  to  the  City 
Cemetery;  thence  Northerly  along  said  line  of  said 
road  to  the  South  bank  of  Glass  Bayou ;  thence  West- 
erly  along  the  South  bank  of  said  Bayou  to  the  West 
line  of  the  road  extended  which  lies  immediately 
West  of  and  adjacent  to  the  City  Cemetery;  thence 
Northerly  along  the  West  line  of  said  road  to  said 
Confederate  Avenue;  thence  Southerly  along  the 
Southern  and  Eastern  line  of  said  Confederate  Ave¬ 
nue  to  the  Eastern  line  of  the  Old  Yazoo  City  Road, 
now  known  as  the  Fort  Hill  Road ;  thence  Southerly 
along  the  Eastern  line  of  said  Fort  Hill  Road  to  the 
middle  of  Glass  Bayou,  being  the  intersection  of 
said  Fort  Hill  Road  with  the  former  Northern  boun¬ 
dary  line  of  the  City  of  Vicksburg;  thence  Westerly 
along  said  line  to  the  Western  line  of  said  Fort  Hill 
Road;  thence  Northerly  along  said  line  of  said  road 
to  the  point  where  it  intersects  the  Southern  line  of 
Mint  Springs  Bayou;  thence  Westerly  along  said 
line  to  the  point  where  it  intersects  the  East  line 
of  the  National  Cemetery  Road;  thence  Southerly 
along  said  line  of  said  road  to  the  former  Northern 
boundary  line  of  said  City  in  the  middle  of  Glass 
Bayou;  thence  Westerly  along  the  middle  of  said 
Bayou  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Section  3.  That  this  Ordinance  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  one  month  after  is  pas¬ 
sage.
